MANY GLOOMY FOREBODINGS. 


St. Petersburg. May 26.—At the end 
of a memorable seven-nour session the 
lower House of Parliament Indignantly 
rejected the Government’s policy as 
presented b^ Premier Goremykin, and 
with only seven dissentient voices voted 
a lack of confidence In the ministry, 
practically throwing down the gauntlet 
to the bureaucracy with a demand for 
the retirement of the present Cabinet 
and Its supersession by a ministry ap¬ 
proved by the majority In the House. 

The spirit of absolute revolution Is 
In the air, and a conflict between the 
crown and tho nation now appears to 
be Inevitable. While the House avoid¬ 
ed the appearance of delivering an ul¬ 
timatum the Government seems to have 
no alternative except surrender or war. 
Tho gloomiest forebodings arc every¬ 
where expressed to-night, and the gen¬ 
eral Impression Is that the country Is 
on the verge of a titanic struggle, 

which may be delayed but not averted.

The 
Constitutional Democratic leaders for 
the first time gave free range to their 
passions and with flaming words, ora¬ 
tor after orator declared the Govern¬ 
ment's programme inadmissible and 
suld that the Ministry must give way 
to a Cabinet.

Confederates Strew Graves oi 
Their Dead With Flowers. 


Goodly Company Gathers at 
Cave Hill Cemetery. 


Gen. Duke Spoke Eloquently 
of Lost Cause. 


HONOR FOR THE SOUTHERNER. 


An Ideal afternoon took many of the 
friends of the Lost Cause to Cave Hill 
cemetery yesterday, where the memo¬ 
ries of those Confederate soldiers who 
died In action and those who havo since 
joined them were revered and their 
Craves docorated by their grandchil¬ 
dren. One of the largest assemblages 
since memorial services came yearly 
to be held at Cave Hill cemetery lis¬ 
tened reverently to the prayers of the 
ministers and applauded Gen. Basil W. 
Duke, who delivered the uddress of the 
occasion. A profusion of flowers had 
been sent or taken to the cemetery, 
and it was the exception to see any 
person, especially any women, on the 
way to the hillside where He the Con¬ 
federate dead, carried no flowers. 

For hours before 4 o'clock, the time 
Bet for the beginning of the exercises, 
people made their way to the cemetery 
and decorated the graves of those of 
thetr own who had fought under the 
Stars and Bars and who do not lie 
In numbered graves. Old women In 
widows* weeds, young girls and chil¬ 
dren entered the big gates of the ceme¬ 
tery laden with flowers and later ten¬ 
derly covered the graves of their sol¬ 
dier dead with the blossoms they had 
brought. As the time drew near for 
the exercises to begin people assem¬ 
bled from all parts of the cemetery and 
seated themselves on the grassy hill¬ 
side beneath which lie the bodies of 
those who fought and died. 

A platform had been erected Just at 
the edge of th© roadway which skirts 
the space devoted to the graves of the 
Confederate soldiers in such a manner 
as to take advantage of the natural 
amphitheater formed by the sloping 
hillside. Underneath the shade of the 
platform hundreds of baskets of flow¬ 
ers. many of them bearing names of 
people far from the city, had been 
placed so as to be out of the sun. and 
as more people came more baskets of 
flowers were added. There were great 
piles of roses, some of the vines hav¬ 
ing been cut close to the ground. Car¬ 
riages drove up close to the speakers* 
stand on the roadway at the lower side 
of the slope and others assembled cm 
the roadway above. The assembly 
showed many more women than men. 
nearly every one wearing a knot of red 
and white* ribbon. 

Capt. John H. Weller, who was mas¬ 
ter of ceremonies, conducted by George 
B. Kostin Camp, was among the first 
of the men to arrive. Others soon came 
and when the exercises were begun at 
4 o'clock the hillside in the immediate 
vicinity of the stand was covered. 
Among thorn- on the stand when Capt. 
Weller made the first announcement 
were. Gen. Basil W. Duke. Capt. John 
H. Leathers. Capt. Andrew Hroaddus, 
Bushrod Castleman, John PIrile. Jo¬ 
seph Psttus. Judge* Theodore L. Bur¬ 
nett. the Rev. Dr. E. C. Dorgan, the 
Rev. Dr. Francis R. Beattie and the 
Rev. Dr. William Howard Falkner.

•‘But the Lord Is Mindful of His 
Own.** a phonograph solo as sung by 
Mme. Sehuman-Hclnck, and a second 
selection by the same *lng**r. very like¬ 
ly Introduced the phonograph to Cave 
Hill cemetery. The notes carried well, 
however, and were heard with many 
expressions of appreciation. 

Gen. Duke was cheered w hen he rose 
to speak. H3s address was a master¬ 
piece of sentiment and feeling and was 
frequently interrupted by applause. 
Eloquent and In perfect taste he was 
heard Attentively. 

He began by speaking of the war 
as of the past Those who live to-day. 
he said, look bark on It as upon an 
earlier and a former existence. He 
contrasted the present times of peace 
and prosperity with the past when the 
land was rent with strife He spok« 
of those who have lived as having be¬ 
come reconciled to the very thing* 
against which they struggled so stub¬ 
bornly. Their defeat, ho said, was 
never embittered by disgrace. As he 
•poke the sun came out from behind 
a cloud and Gen. Duke paused for u 
moment while hie hearers ppiaud I 

The South Is ns free to-day and us 
unshackled, he said, ns if the political 
Independence its sons fought for had 
been achieved. The principles for which 
the Confederacy struggl-d belong t*> 
the past, but the world Joins those 
who fought and lived in paying tribute 
to the memory of those who died in 
the struggle Southerners n**w. he 
•Hid. are removed by more than a gen¬ 
eration from the causes which brought 
on the wur and when sectional pride- 
and partisan bitterness silenced uJl 
other considerations. Now there is no 
voice of stern aggression on the one 
aide nor of stubborn resistance on the 
otlmr. Now that all problems then up¬ 
permost have been settled, those of 
to-day can scarcely understand the 
motives which moved the men of that 
6 ay to flght. He who looks upon this 
country now cannot comprehend the 
bitterness of that day. 

• • • 

Honor For Those In Gray. 

Gen Duke touched upon the princi¬ 
ples represented by the Confederacy 


and spoke as did the Southern leaders 
of the days of the Confederacy. Ah 
time has passed, he suid, the convic¬ 
tion has grown that the controversy 
has been settled in the best way, and 
at the same time ail disposition to 
criticise the Southern people has passed 
from the minds of all. The Justice of 
the principles for which the Confed¬ 
eracy fought commends them to all 
mankind. He made the point that thoso 
very principles tor which the Confed¬ 
eracy stood are Just us true to-day as 
then, and that It was beaten in de¬ 
fense of principles upon which the 
National Constitution Is founded. There 
has boeen a tremendous evolution of 
sentiment In the years since the war. 
he said, and although the present Gov¬ 
ernment has not recognised that the 
Lost Cause was a right cause, still it 
has honored and recognized many of 
those who wore the gray und In that 
way has sanctioned their efforts to 
establish the Confederacy. 

The defense of the Confederacy, he 
said, has J>een widely misunderstood. 
The South made no claim, he con¬ 
tinued. that w.is not supported by an¬ 
cestral right, and did not act without 
precedent In former great struggles. 
He touched on the question of State 
sovereignty and voluntary compact. 
Conceding equal valor, patriotism and 
devotion to those against whom they 
struggled, the Confederates, he said, 
defended principles which, If not main¬ 
tained, would result in fha dissolution 
of the country and the Union. 

Their conduct as soldiers and South¬ 
ern men during the war. he said, need¬ 
ed no apology. While still keeping 
faithful their allegiance to the present, 
he said, no Southerner should forget 
to be true to the memories of the past. 
No Southerner should fall to keep 
green the graves of the past. He Indi¬ 
cated the graves befotv him and said 
that so long as heroism Is honored on 
Chi« earth and patriotism accounted a 
virtue, those who sleep In those graves 
will be remembered. He concluded by 
reading the poem about "Little Glffln 
of Tennessee.** 

The Confederate choir sung "Let Us 
Pass Over the River and Rest Under 
the Shade of the Tree.’* Afterward 
Miss Mary Uwranee Claxon. sponsor 
of George B. Lust in Camp, recited 
"The Conquered Banner,*’ by Father 
Ryan. The breeze died as she spoke, 
and a cloud obscured the sun. and the 
"Stars and Stripes." flying In the air 
ovt*r the graves of the Federal soldiers 
on the top of the hill, dropped as If 
saluting. Miss Claxton said her lines 
with fervor and spirit that brought n 
glint to many an old eye and made 
many a veteran stiffen as if ready to 
give baUle. 

Under the direction of the members 
of Albert Sidney Johnston Chapter, 
Daughters of the Confederacy, a hun- 
dren children spread flowers over the 
graves of the soldiers, those known 
and those unknown, entering into the 
spirit of the occasion. Recall was 
sounded on the bugle, the choir sang 
and the company dispersed.

All Others To Remain Closed. 


Kansas City, May 26.—Sentence will

May 26.—The l-18th 
Presbyterian General Assembly con¬ 
cluded Its business late this afternoon 
and adjourned to meet next year at 
Columbus, O. The adjournment came I 
amidst expressions of gratitude on the 
part of the amwmbly for the entertain¬ 
ment given It by the citizens of Des 
Moines. 

The concluding svssloniLjjf the as¬ 
sembly were enlivened by several acri¬ 
monious debates, one of which came 
when the Rev. Dr. J. D. Moffett of- 1 
fered resolutions Intended to conciliate 
the objector* to the recent union. Dr., 
Lowrie, of Bellefome. Pa., arose when 
the resolution had been read and ob¬ 
jected to statements that Synods and 
Presbyteries of the Cumberland had 
been added to the rolls of Presbyterian 
churches In the United State*, bepauae. 
he said, a large number of Cumberland 
ministers were said to be In session In 
8t. LouLs to continue the Cumberland 
church. Dr. Moffat flashed bnck the 
reply that union was a fact, and tho* 
the Cumberland was within the larger j 
church. The resolutions were adopted.! 
They set forth that for fear some Cum¬ 
berland Preshy ter lea may be reluctant 
to acquiesce In the union because of 
certuln misapprehensions which should 
be removed, the following declaration* 
are solemnly made: 

• • • 

Declaration of Union. 

First—That In the Presbyterian Church 
no acceptance of the doctrine* of the 
church Is required beyond personal faith 
In Jesus Chr.st ns the Son of God and 
Saviour of the world and sincere accept¬ 
ance of Him as Lord and Master. 

Second That minister*, ruling elders 
and deacon*, In expressing approval of 
th« Westminster confession of faith are 
icqunvd to assent only to the «y>*i«*fn 
of doctrine established th«*r»1n and not 
to every particular statement; It l* fur¬ 
ther declared no longer allowable to In¬ 
terpret the system of doctcnr In any fa¬ 
talistic sense 

Thlrd-Tbat reunion works no change 
In relxtlnn of communicants, ruling elders 
and deacon* to l heir own particular 
churches, nor except In few ln*tni>c's. in 
relation to their Presbyteries and Synods. 
The hope 1* also expressed that all may 
ace that greater efficiency In the work of 
the church may be achieved through 
union. 


tee on Church Polity submlt- 
ed a report recommending the erection 
of a Synod In Alubarna to Include the 
Presbyterian of Birmingham, Levere 
and Rogersvllle. to be known as the 
Synod of Chattanooga. The Presbyte¬ 
ries are now Included In the Synod of 
Tennessee. The others are composed 
of white churches The purpose of the 
committee was to divide the races. No 
sooner hud the report been submitted 
than Russell Taylor, a negro minister 
of Levere. and one of the commission¬ 
ers to the Assembly from that Pres¬ 
bytery, took the floor. He violently op¬ 
posed the proposed Synod, on the 
grounds that the three Presbyteries 
specified were not numerically strong 
enough or well enough versed In 
church law to assume the functions 
and duty of a Synod. Members of the 
committee spoke for the erection of the 
Synod, carefully avoiding the rare 
question and emphasising the claim 
that each of the three Presbyteries hod 
asked such action. 

After spirited discussion. In which 
the* negro commissioner received the 
majority of the applause, it was unani¬ 
mously voted to refer the whole subject 
to the Assembly of 1907. 

The Presbyterian General Assembly 
to-dny received a telegram from the 
United Presbyterian Assembly. In ses¬ 
sion at Richmond, Ind., and tho Vir¬ 
ginia classes of the Reformej Presby¬ 
terian Church In the United States, 
congratulating the Assembly on the 
Cumberland union.

After Spirited Argument. 

Richmond. Ind., May 36.—Action was

“BACK TO THE BLUEGRASS 

THE CH0BVS HEARD IN COLORADO 


Henry V. Johnson, President of Denver Kentucky Club, 
Writes Home-coming Poem Expressing Senti¬ 
ment of Former Residents. 


Washington. May 26.—Publicity be- 
foro election as well as after election 
was the subject of an address deliv¬ 
ered by' Mr. Rucker (Mo.) to-day In 
the House while the latter had under 
consideration the Diplomatic and Con¬ 
sular Bill. 

There were less than a hundred mem¬ 
bers present when the House tnet, th© 
galleries presenting a bar© appearance, 
here and there a small group of spec¬ 
tators. showing Interest In the discus¬ 
sion of Mr. Rucker in favor of a gen¬ 
eral publicity bill. 

The House pricked up its ears when 
Mr. Rucker. In the course of his ad¬ 
dress. mentioned the names of mem¬ 
bers of the committee who voted for 
his Publicity Bill. Gillespie, of Texas; 
Hard wick, of Georgia; EMerbe, of 
South Carolina; Watkins, of Louisiana, 
and himself, all Democrats, while the 
Republicans on the committee voted 
aguinst it. 

Mr. Dims lead (Pa) called the gentle¬ 
men to order, saying that he had no 
right to divulge the proceedings In 
committee. 

Mr. Curtis (Kan ), who was in the 
chair, called Mr. Rucker sharply to 
order and hud the rule read that the 
action of a committee was confidential 
and could only be made public by 
unanimous vote of the particular com¬ 
mit lee. 

• • • 

Carried His Point. 

Mr. Rucker was ordered to proceed 
In order, but ingenuously got In the 
record the names of the Republican 
members of the Committee on Elec¬ 
tion of President, Vice President and 
members of Congress by stating that 
if the bill were in the House the Re¬ 
publicans to be consistent would vote 
against it. 

He then said that the apathy on the 
part of the Republicans toward his or 
any other bill prohibiting political cor¬ 
ruption was startling. He suggested 
that when the Demt>crats got control 
of the Sixtieth Congress and relegated 
the Republicans to the Cherokee strip 
they would pass a law' that would pun¬ 
ish corruptionist* of all classes. 

"When the Democrats get the next 
House," said Mr. Rucker, "and elect 
that splendid Democrat. John Sbaxp 
Williams an Speaker, unless my good 
friend and colleague. Champ Clark, of 
Missouri, is a candidate for Speaker, 
then will come good legislation for 
people.*' 

Passing from a Democratic House, 
Mr. Rucker saw a Democratic Presi¬ 
dent In the White House and "your 
brightest sun (pointing to the Republi¬ 
can side) Is like a lightning hug along 
side the man whom we will elect, our 
peerless leader.

dash and clap-trap.

Lamar On Hepburn Bill. 


There was a reference to the rate bill 
when Mr. Lamar (Florida) said that 
the Hepburn bill, with the Senate 
amendments, was a delusion and a 
snare. 

"When the Hepburn bill becomes a 
law.” said Mr. Lamar, "leaving out the 
subject of classification. It will be found 
that a great wrong has been done to 
shippers and consumers” 

Mr. Lamar said he had written a let¬ 
ter to the Governor of Nebraska, ask 
ing In regard to the classification of 
railroad rates by the State Railroad 
Commission, and had received a reply 
to his inquiry that there was no rail¬ 
road commission in Nebraska. He 
added: 

"No wonder W. J. Bryan was de¬ 
feated in hla own county ar.d In his 
own precinct. You can't lick th© Re¬ 
publican party reinforced by th© rail¬ 
roads." 

He said he protested against th© 
passage of the Hepburn bill, but voted 
for It because he recognised It as the 
best he could get. He warned his col¬ 
leagues that they must be alert, other¬ 
wise even the Hepburn bill will be 
mad© a makeshift. 

Incident to his consideration of rate 
legislation and the necessity for still 
further work on the part of th© De¬ 
mocracy. Mr. Lamar said that the only 
way the Democrat* could win would b* 
to convince the American people that 
they were "honest, sincere, fearless to 
do the right nnd brave to face every 
danger."

“GETTING A JOB.*’ 

The Local Y. M. C. A. Successfully 
Engages In the Work of Finding 
Positions For Young Men. 

Getting a Job In a big city la a far dif¬ 
ferent thing than In a country town. A 
men hunting work can call on every em¬ 
ployer tn a few hours In any town whore 
he would be likely to find work; ho would 
tram;) the streets of a great city for 
weeks without finding a position, while 
there might ho dozens of places waiting 
for him If he could locate them. There 
nre two things for him to do; one Is to 
advertise, tho other la to go to an employ¬ 
ment agency. 

The Y. M. C A has gone Into tho busi¬ 
ness of finding positions for men and boys. 
The associations In New York City alone 
found work for 2.MO last year. The Bos¬ 
ton association filled 1>25 places. Chicago 
€12, Cleveland l.OSS. The total salaries of 
ths men throughout the country for whom 
the associations found positions last year 
amounted to J2,6M.OOO. computed on their 
first work's pay. which time and again has 
been doubled Every man pays a small 
fee 

No young man gets a place through the 
association as an act of charity. He gets 
It on his ability alone. Tho irresponsible, 
shiftless, laxy, drunken fellow soon finds 
that the association Employment Depart¬ 
ment has nothing for him. He has got to 
atand on his own feet and face his busi¬ 
ness record to get a business position 
Even record is looked up. The Twenty- 
third-street brunch. New York City, met 
and sifted the character of over 4,000 men 
and boys during tho year. Ths employ¬ 
ment secretary often meets 100 applicants 
a day. He finds out why a young man 
left his last place; cotinsels with him and 
helps him st the most trying Uroo of life 
with experience gidned from dally con¬ 
tact with the city's business life. He 
knows what business men require and tho 
rocks on which young fellows go to 
amnsh. Business men are dealt with 
aqua rely and the applicant for employ¬ 
ment fairly It Is not unusual that a 
young fellow who has registered and Is 
called up to write his record, falls to 
ahow up again. The GOO to 1.000 men in an 
association's educational classes, who 
have developed larger capacity, find no 
difficulty In getting places. 

Country-bred young men are always In 
demand One large employer w^a* asked 
the reason why ho always asked for young 
men from the country. He said: "They 
like to work better and are In earnest- 
They are of clearer blood. Hoarding In 
the town and paying their full expenses 
make them hustle. They are young men 
of better habits. They do not always look 
at the clock. They stick to tho Job longer 
and work harder.” 

Boys find that It does not pay to deceive, 
m* one did w T ho registered in his brother's 
name, when Investigation showed the 
fraud. One member who was discharged 
from a department store for refusing to 
call domestic goods "imported." was sur¬ 
prised when he was asked to take a re¬ 
sponsible position in a bank In a suburban 
city The head of the department house 
was a dlre«*for of the hank, and when 
ask* J for a man of Integrity nominated 
him. saying: “I know your man.” 

In asking for men. employers' most fre¬ 
quent demands are for th<*se who are "in¬ 
dustrious, capable and willing," "punct¬ 
ual, accurate and obliging," "not afraid of 
work.” 

Many of the big firms In Chicago. New 
Tork and Boston are constantly securing 
employes through the Y M. C. A. A treas- i 
urer of one of the biggest publishing 
houses In the country, whose name would 
be Immediately recognised, got his posi¬ 
tion through the association. A young 
man started In at $45 a month and. at the 
end of the first year, got I12&, and Is now 
manager of the concern. 

Through this department, many a man 
has been able to find a foothold Two 
years ago. a man of thirty-five, who could 
speak but little English, came to the as¬ 
sociation without money and without 
friends. He had tramped the streets for j 
work and found none. He was desperate | 
and was on the verge of suicide. He wtls 
a good surveyor and draftsman and was 
aoon found a position. Later he told of 
his escape from Siberia, walking over 800 
miles and suffering great privations That 
man has now been restored to his fortune, 
and In turn expects to devote his life to 
doing all the good ha can to men 

The Louisville association organised an 
Employment Department on March 15. I 
and up to the present time twenty-eight 
positions have been filled by acceptable | 
young men. Already the demand for men 
to fill responsible positions Is greater than | 
the department can supply. Mr. John J ( 
Corneltsim. & business man of ten years' 
experience. Is the secretary In charge of I 
the Employment Department, and much 
of tho success already achieved Is due to 
bis work.

tion of all the attractions that make a 
city really attractive, there Is only ono 
way to classify Europe—Paris first, 
Vienna second. Brussels third.” He 
paused, puffed at his cigar as he look¬ 
ed across the boulevard from his cafe 
table, and then added with a contented 
sigh: “But me for Brussels!” 

Naturail)’ Brussels does not mean 
much to the Kentucky girls who will 
come here next August. Knowing their 
English history and having read 
"Vanity Fair,’* and probably having 
seen Mrs. Fluke in “Becky Sharp,” they 
remember that the Duchess of Rich¬ 
mond once guve n ball here and that 
•‘there was u sound of revelry by 
night” which was Interrupted by the 
beginning of the battle of Waterloo 
a few’ miles away. Aside from that 
and a sort of vogue connection with 
carpets and Brussels sprouts, concern¬ 
ing neither of which articles one ever 
hears a comment In Brussels, not much 
Is known even by Americans who have 
repeatedly crossed the ocean. Yet the 
prediction Is ventured freely that the 
Courier-Journal's guests will be all the 
more surprised and delighted with 
every moment of their stay here, and 
during the very first hour will echo 
the old but ever apt christening of 
Brussels as “the little Paris.” 

Uke Big Paris, Little Paris Is the 
same sort of a city of pleasure on a 
smaller scale. The same language 
strikes the oar; the same regular archi¬ 
tecture of cream-colored buildings 
pleases the eye. The same street signs, 
the appealing shops, the arcades, the 
cafes, with their rows of tables on the 
sidewalk are all Parisian. The perfect 
pavements and the convenient cabs are 
Parisian. The miles of fine boulevards 
shaded by fine trees and bordered by 
magnificent modern residences are ri¬ 
valed only In the great French city, 
and. If then- Is no Louvre or Notre 
Daine. the city that contains the Ca¬ 
thedral of Rt. Gudule. the Hotel de Vllle 
and the truly palatial Palais de Justice 
Ih rich enmigh In these and other noble 
edifices to have uo need to envy any 
Other capital.

The Flemings and Walloons. 


Though Brussels Is Parisian and 
French Is the language heard In the 
hotels asm shops and wherever fashion¬ 
able folk congregate, strange people 
will be seen by the travelers and 
strange talk heard, both In the 
city aj>d on the Journey here. These 
people will be seen plainly to be neither 
French, Dutch nor German, and tholr 
utterances give only the puzxllng hint 
of the meaning of an occasional word, 
even to those who know' French and 
German as Well a* th* English tongue. 

Between Northerners and Southern¬ 
ers, Easterners and Westerners In tlio 
United States there are slight differ¬ 
ence* of pronunciation and complexion. 
But It strikes the American with ;i de¬ 
cided sense of qut-rnes* to find that 
tiny Belgium Is Inhabited by two dis¬ 
tinct races as radically different In ev¬ 
ery characteristic ns the German* are 
from the French The northern prov¬ 
inces ar* Inhabited by the Flemings, a 
sturdy, blue-eyed, falr-hulrnl Teutonic 
people, somewhat like th* Dutch, of 
whom they were the countrymen when 
Holland and Belgium were the “Low 
Countries” Their language sounds like 
u blend of English, German and Dutch, 
hut It Is none of the three. It Is ihe 
Flemish—n true language and not a 
dialect—and though they and their 
neighbors of Holland cun rend each fill¬ 
er’s newspaper*. they cannot under¬ 
stand each other's speech. 

All South Belgium, on the other 
hand. Is peopled by a race that 
speaks something that sounds like 
French, but Is not. These are the 
Walloons, a dark nervous, volatile, 
lively folk, of Gallic descent, whose 
language more nearly approaches that 
of the true Provencal—the language 
of the Troulmdour*—than ony now 
existing In Provence or any' of the 
otihef far southern provinces of 
Francs. 

Fleming and Walloon unite In one 
thing, however—their love for their na¬ 
tive soil. More densely popukited than 
any other European country, Belgium 
send* forth comparatively no vml- 
gihnts. As long ago as the days of 
Alva’s unspeakable cruel tics, hi* mus¬ 
ter. Philip II.. after describing Holland 
a* “the country nearest hell/* said of 
his more submissive possession that “In 
this land cities and village* tire so 
thickly strewn upon its fertile surface 
that the whole country is one Urge 
town.*' The comment 1* far truer now. 
and the Kentucky girls may fancy 
tkcin*eh*«i i:i the pleasing suburbs of 


a lovely city from the moment they 
enter Belgian boundaries, 

• ♦ • 

Beauties of Brussels. 

So brllHnntly modem 1* Brussels 
that it Is difficult to believe that It was 
the fa\x>rite residence of the Frank¬ 
ish King* in fh* Eighth century'; that 
It was the walled city of the Dukes 
of Brabam 400 years before Columbus 
sailed Into the West, and that Its 
places of present beaut>\ riches, tol¬ 
erance and contentment were once the 
dark stage where the tragedy of the 
Spanish Inquisition’s most awful cru¬ 
elties wile enacted. 

There lb much of the past left. 
Brussels has many noble relics. But 
I the city Is so essentially modem thut 
U is necessary' to keep in mind an 
I Imaginary dividing line, as between 
| Ismdon’s West End and the old city, 
and between the right »uid left bank 
in Pari*. In the new Brussels, higher 
and healthier than the old town, nre 
the royal palaces ahd the mansions 
of the nobility, the parks, the ‘’All©* 
Verts’* and other public promenades, 
the parliamentary chambers and the li¬ 
braries and museums occupying the 
former residence of the Austrian Vice 
roys; while in the old town are the 
churches of the Fourteenth and Fif¬ 
teenth cemurUs. with their superb oak 
carvings, statues and stained gins* 
windows, the Hotel de Vllle and other 
historic building*, and the medieval 
mansions of the former nobles and rich 
burghers of BrabanL 

The grand old Gothic cathedral of St. 
Gudule u fil probably be one of the first 
spots visited by the Kentuckians. Rich 
In its treasures of splendid stained 
glAss. Its many monuments and its 
great proportions, crowned by Its lofty 
twin towers, thin shrine, begun more 
than seven hundred years ago. Is one 
tost Im pr mlye in ail Burop*. 
Its chief treasure, however, I* its pul¬ 
pit. It is the masterpiece of Verbrug¬ 
gen. It Is large enough and great 
enough to have been the life-work of 
him or any other master carver. 
Wrought of solid oak and finished In 
1699. Its picturing of the expulsion of 
Adam and Eve from Paradise stands 
to-day the most wonderful piece of 
wood carving In the world. 

Old Brussels Is best seen, however, 
when one stands In “The Place of the 
Hall of the <*lty.” On one side Is the 
•’Hotel de Vllle,’’ as stately and Impos- 
lug In the beauty of Its Gothlo arch! 
lecture as when its grandeur began six 
hundred years ago. Kings. Dukes. 
Princes and Ambassadors were the 
guests of the Guilds of Brussels In the 
great oak banquet-room, hung with 
priceless tapestries, and It Is one of 
the few medieval struct Ores from which 
not one of Its glories has departed. 
Picturesque old buildings line the other 
sides of the undent square. Among 
them, ’one of the most curious and In¬ 
teresting Is the “House of the King"— 
nut a residence of royalty In the usual 
sense fif the term, but the official home 
of th“ King of the Guilds, chief mer¬ 
chant of the llberty-lmlng Flemings 
Here In this old square stood the scaf¬ 
fold where the national heroes, ('mints 
Egmont and Horn, met their death for 
conspiracy against the Spaniards, while 
Alva looked down upon their execution 
from one of these overhanging bal¬ 
conies. Their colossal statues stood 
Until recently upon th© site of their 
scaffold, but now occupy a less appro¬ 
priate spot In one of ih© parks 

Past and present are even more strik¬ 
ingly linked at the Place Royale. where 
one looks from the gay surroundings 
of modem hotels and cafes upon a 
handsome square adorned with the 
equestrian statue of Godfrey de Bouil¬ 
lon. hem of the First Crusade, standing 
upon the very spot where In 1097 he 
mJsed the standard of the Cross and 
called upon his countrymen to follow 
him to Palestine and rescue from the 
Saracens the Sepulchre of Christ. 

• • » 

The World’s Greatest Building. 

A* for purely modern Brussels, It 
furnishes & continual object lesson to 
the most matertaHaUc **f ob server s 
there Is never a good reason for* fail¬ 
ing to make the useful beautiful ns 
well. Were it not for another building 
that stands in Brussels, the tempta¬ 
tion would be too strong to call the 
Bourse the most splendid of all mod¬ 
ern civic edifices. It is simply the 
St- • k Kxcfrving**. but It COOt nmr** ih.m 
s million dollars when-finished In 1774. 
and the beauty of its Corinthian col¬ 
umns, allegorical statues mid Ivis-re- 
Hef*. in a building devoted solely to 
commercial purposes, furnishes food for 
thought to Americans above All other 
people. 

Yet far surpassing the Bourse la 
splendor is the new Palace of Justice, 
not only the largest building In the 
world, but acclaimed fairly as the most 
magnificent and Imposing of all secu¬ 
lar structures. Its mass of sculptured 
and polished marble, crowned by x a 
marble tower 400 foot In height, cov¬ 
ers a space of 270,000 square feet. It 
fills an enormous revtangle, each side of 
which measure* GOO Pet, and It 1* a 
striking symbol that, while their might¬ 
ier neighbors were groaning under the 
weight %»f tax' 1 * for war. the Belgians 
gladly gave $10,000,000 for thJs splen¬ 
did tempi© to stand for all time its the 
home of the tribunal of peace in the 
tiny nation devoted to peace and safe¬ 
guarded by Its lack of sine from all 
fear of foreign war. 

The boulevards, ttv* parks and pal- 
i aces and art galleries will all be visit¬ 
ed. All arc admirable, but comment 
now may be reserved for one sight that 
I* Unique—the Wiens Gallery of paint* 
Irgs. 

• • • 

The Wierdness of Wierx. 

Some seventy year* --to a man. un¬ 
like ©th*-r m« n. came from Germany 
and made hi* home in Brussel*. lu 
many communities M. d«* Weirx would 
have twH>n proclaimed a harmless luna¬ 
tic and his work ridiculed by critics 
anil ignored by the public. But the 
Belgians recognised the rare g.-nlu* *»f 
the eccentric artist. and ground \vn» 
given to him upon which to build a 
castle, end assurance of all else that 
he might need to prevent hi* removal 
from the city'. The result is that Bnis- 
sels pose ****** a museum of painting* 
unlike any other In the world. 

Wl.*rz w'n* not only n strong 
draughtsman and Hue colorist; he was a 
realist and naturalist before the phrase* 
“reullsm” and •naturalism" were In¬ 
vert ted; and. above all he was it satir¬ 
ist. with the satire of th»* old Dutch and 
German artist* who those for their sub- 
)• ct the "Dance of Death," Much of his 
work Is horrible, but, a* In the ©a*.* of 
Pore* "Inferno” drawings and the bat¬ 
tle-pieces of Verestschagtn, the sense of 
horror at the grew so me subjects l* 
mingled with Intense* admiration of 
their truth and power. 

It U no ordinary, orderly gallery of 


paintings In gilt frame* Many of the | 
picture* can be seen only through a 
frame-work of boards and paper that 
leave only *mnll apertures for the evn. 
!»oktng through one of lhe*e, for ex¬ 
ample. one stare* Into an open grave 
and there a man. buried In a coffirt, I* 
seen raising up the lid and thrusting 
out one hand. Th© shock l* such thm 
ninny * visitor shriek* In dismay, so 
natural 1* th« sight and so Impossible 
to believe that the eye fall* only on 
paint and canvas. 

Near by is a half-opened door; but. 
as the visitor approaches, he step* back 
In surprise to avoid collision with the 
girl who 1* entering from the other side 
and whose absence of apparel and 
Mushing and startled embarrassment 
show that she was evidently not ex¬ 
pecting to meet visitors. There are a 
score of such surprises In this unique 
museum and one leaves the Wierx Gal¬ 
lery conscious of having seen, not great 
art. but the greatest art curiosity In 
Europe. 

• • • 

Belgium's “Merry Monarch.” 

There will be no trip to the battlefield 
of Waterloo. The Courier-Journal has 
done w'ell to spar© Its guest that thlrty- 
mlle Journey that has only disappoint¬ 
ment ut Its conclusion. Except to stu¬ 
dents of military history, a battlefield 
has little Interest, even when adorned 
by fine memorial statues, which do not 
list at Waterloo, where a marble lion 
on top of a meaningless mound 200 feet 
high is the only striking object. Thd 
few crumbling ruins of farm-house 
walls are carefully preserved by the In¬ 
habitants who live by as well as on the 
battlefield, and these same Inhabitants 
constitute one of the greatest nuisan¬ 
ce* in Kufiope. Compared with them, 
the Coney Island faker Is a modest and 
unmercenary person. Their main object 
in life Is to buy from Gorman nr Birm¬ 
ingham manufacturers annual supplies 
of cannon balls, bullets, bayonets and 
belt buckles: plant them In the battle¬ 
field; dig them up when sufficiently 
rusty and sell them at the highest price 
from which the trusting tourist can be 
persuaded to pirn. The relics for sale 
In Brussels are cheaper and quite as 
authentic, and the Kentucky girls will 
have no reason to regret missing a dull 
and unprofitable excursion. 

As a recompense they will probably 
have n bettor chance of scelug a real, 
lire King during- their stay in Brussels 
than at any other time during their 
tour. Leopold II. does not have to tak© 
the Cxnr’s precautions against assas¬ 
sins and he does not enjoy hedging 
himself about wltji the pomp that at¬ 
tends Jill movement* of the Kaiser. He 
can be seen constantly walking or driv¬ 
ing about the capital, often wholly un¬ 
escorted. and his height and muss of 
heard that flows almost to hi* waist 
make this rich, shrewd, money-making, 
fun-loving ruler a striking figure, more 
royal In appearance than any other liv¬ 
ing King. He Ih a bad old man. who 
mistreats his family and lavishes his 
money on the ballerinas of Paris. But 
ho Is as truly the "Merry Monarch" as 
ever w’as Charles II.. and, like that 
earlier reprobate, he is lo%*cd by his 
subjects. 

• • • 

Among the LAcemakers. 

Of all the feature* of Bru«*©ls. how¬ 
ever. mine perhaps will Interest the 
Kentucky girls more than the lace and 
Inc*'making. Most of the Brussel* lace 
is not made In Brussels. In ull the 
towns around and In the homes scat¬ 
tered through th© country it Is the 
work of the women. But the product of 
all their toll comes to Brussel* mer¬ 
chants. and this city is the center of 
the Industry and the greatest of Ince 
markets. The demand for the finer 
pieces Is too world-wide to make re¬ 
markable bargains possible, but all 
grades are cheaper h»*r© than at home 
and tho girls will enjoy the sight at 
least of fabrics of cob-web fineness, 
who*© beauty Is In the reach of only 
royalty and millionaires. 

It I* made only by women, wholly by 
hand and without the aid of jtny ma¬ 
chinery whatever. The process Is ex¬ 
tremely todkni*. Some of them are 
engaged for*mor© than a year upon a 
piece of lace for a single handkerchief; 
Indeed. In some Instances, It would re- 
quin* u lifetime for on.* - Ml tM 
the lac© that l* used In on© handker¬ 
chief. There are some styles of lace In 
the making of which as many as a 
thousand spools of thread are used at 
one time. Habit has enabled those who 
work at this business to use the spools 
with wonderful skill and dexterity. The 
thread Is spun of a fine quality of (lax. 
and the best quality Is literally worth 
Its weight In gold. It is spun by women 
In the surrounding country, and In or¬ 
der to produce the finest threads It Is 
necessary for the work to be done In 
rooms Into which but little light is 
admitted. The absence of light draws 
the attention more closely and con¬ 
stantly to the work and. this contrib¬ 
ute* to the production of a finer and 
more even thread.

There n©ed bo no regret that the in¬ 
terior of the cathedral will not he vis¬ 
ited Save for the spire, the ©xt©rlor 
Is sufficiently marred by th* crowding 
close of mean-looking building*. But | 
th© Interior is absolutely spoiled by 
glaring, whitewashed walls and col- . 
uiiuiK, and the two masterpiece* of J 
Rubens which hung on either side of 
the high altar, the "Elevation of th© 
Cross" and th© “Descent from th© 
Cross," arc so dimmed and cracked by 
time that It requires a strong effort 
of th© Imagination to give them th© 
traditional admiration. 

The statue of Rubens will be seen, 
the house where he lived and tiled, and 
the church where he Is buried. Near 
tli© Cathedral 1* the famous ciUl w«*!l 
with H* Iron canopy wrought by Quen¬ 
tin Mntsys, the blacksmith artist. Be¬ 
side him Antwerp gave birth to Van¬ 
dyke. Teniers. Jordaens and others of 
high fame, and their works ar© seen 
In the churches am! the gnll©ri©s and 
museums. But u glltnps»* of Antwerp 
will he all provided for th© Kentucky i 
girls and ull that they will desire; for 
something more Interesting awaits 
them than antiquities of urt or archl- I 
lecture.

Ample authority for the constitution¬ 
ality of the law under which the Sew¬ 
erage Commission wua created was 
found by Judge Shackelford Miller In 
hla consideration of the questions 
raised In the suit brought by Koher: 
F. Wlemer against the city and mem¬ 
bers of the new Sewer Board. Wlemer, 
In hla capacity as a taxpayer, had 
filed suit for an Injunction to prevent 
the operation of the Sewerage Commis¬ 
sion, on the ground that the new law 
was clnsa legislation. It was also con¬ 
tended that the commission constituted 
a private corporation and thnt the Con¬ 
stitution expressly prohibited the Leg¬ 
islature from conferring any powers 
whatsoever upon such a corporate b idy. 

"Because the statute creating the 
commission had reference only to Lou¬ 
isville, this by no means made It class 
legislation/' Says the opinion. "The 
Constitution allowed the Legislature to 
divide the cities of the State into class¬ 
es and to pass luws bearing on each 
class. Because there was only one city 
of the first class, it was pointed out 
by the court, that was no reason why 
the law should be looked upon ns spe¬ 
cial legislation. The Chancellor held, 
further, that there was nothing In the 
argument thut the Seweruge Commis¬ 
sion was a private corporation. The 
right of the Legislature has long sine* 
been clearly established to create a 
Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners, 
which, though a separate corporation, 
cannot be regnrded us a private body, 
but as a mere arm of the municipality. 
The Sewerage Commission is the same 
of organisation." 

Wlemer had also sued to prevent the 
city by Injunction from having the 
streets sprinkled under the new con¬ 
tract, on the ground that there had 
been no appropriation or levy to meet 
this expense. This contention, however, 
was not insisted upon after Mayor 
Barth made affidavit that the sprink¬ 
ling wns to be paid out of an unex¬ 
pended balance of 1902. 

The suit sgnlnst the Water Company 
and the new Water Board, which Is 
before Judge Kirby, and was argue) 
with the Sewerage Commission cose on 
account of their similarity, will be de¬ 
cided during the week. 

New Trial Refused. 

The 93.SOO verdict awarded Mary F. 
Worley against the Louisville Railway 
Company for personal Injuries was al¬ 
lowed to stand by Judge O'Doherty 
yesterday morning, who overruled the 
defendant's contention that the amount 
fixed was excessive. The plaintiff was 
hurt in getting off a cur.

A Calamity To Music. 

Close upon tho report that Edward 
'Alexander MacDowdl was regaining 
his health Hub come a denial, and so 
multitude n w-ho look beyond the ma¬ 
terial things of life and derive pleas¬ 
ure from fancy, beauty and sentiment 
see newborn hopes destroyed. Instead 
of Improving, the word comes that the 
eminent composer is losing ground. He 
ts a wreck. His mind Is shattered, kits 
strength is gone, and his musical mem¬ 
ory has been obliterated. All this has 
been wrought by overwork. Now, it 
seems, his life** labor Is finished. 

The misfortune that seised Mac Dow¬ 
ell brought calamity to American ma¬ 
nic. No other American composer 
achieved what he achieved during his 
too brief career. He created a national 
music. To him hJ* art was a serious 
affair, and his aspiration* were not 
for himself alone, but for the nation. 
Before his arrival upon the scene little 
had been done to establish an Ameri¬ 
can music. Songs, melodies, ballads 
h.id been tossed off here and there by 
casual hands; In homely songs of sen¬ 
timent Stephen Foster had produced 
works which no other one song writer 
had ever surpassed; but the field of 
complex, rich and dignified music had 
been practically Ignored. To Europeans 
Of the present or the past we looked 
for all our orchestral and piano com¬ 
positions. Then came MacDowell to fight 
the fight for native composers and to 
force from the world recognition of hts 
genius and. through his genius, of 
American music. His w'ork* showed 
character, distinction and Inspiration. 
[Whether his score was simple or elab¬ 
orate. it reflected the individuality of 
the composer. He delighted in nature. 
He liked to set the moods and works 
of nature to music. When he did so 
his treatment was that of the poet. 
His style was Imaginative, suggestive 
and subjective. Mere pictorial music 
was not his aim; mere melodic prose 
did not answer his purpose; he did not 
•eek objective reproduction. There was 
the picture, but also there was more. 
There was Idealism. There was mys¬ 
ticism. There was a fragrance all his 
own. But he was not a landscape 
painter only. He chose big. human 
themes as welL In his Keltic music 
he mingled heroism with primeval na¬ 
ture. In his Indian suite he used the 
American Indian for his inspiration, 
the "open*' for his background, and 
the orchestra for his Interpreter, and 
toe put forth a musical composition of 
superb color and almost Irresistible 
spirit. 

Some of the American critics of 
music are very narrow of vision. esi»o- 
clally certain of those In the alleged 
fountainhead of Intellectuality and dla- 
cemment nailed the East. MacDowcll 
had a hard time forcing these gentle¬ 
men to accord him full recognition 
They had trained themselves to look 
across the sea—always, always across 
tho sea— for anything of worth. They 
were loath to yield any of their rhet¬ 
orical laurels to an American and they 
did not wish to part with their praise, 
therefore, when MacDowell loomed up 
on the artistic horison. But there wuh 
no holding bock or obscuring such 
genius as he possessed and ho trl- 
mmpiled, whether they wanted him to 
or not. It is gratifying to read so ap¬ 
preciative an essay on MacDowell aa 
that which appears in “Phuses of Mod¬ 
em Music/* from the pen of Lawrence 
Oilman. In tin* course of his paper Mr. 
Oilman says, with great apiness: 

••Of Mac Dowell the technician, the mu¬ 
sical artist, one 1* tempted to dispone by 
saying that he Is of tl\e prophets of mod¬ 
ernity; hut he is more, and he Is some¬ 
what less than that too fnefle phrase 
would connote; a master of harmonic ef¬ 
fort. he Is yet ims rain ten tly and frankly 
melodic—melodic with a supplen* n*. a 
breadth, a directness and spontaneity 
which one knows in Fran* and Schubert, 
but which one scarcely looks for In a 
contemporary of DeBussy and Younger 
Huitsla. He knows the secret of a melody 
which cun be at unco spontaneous and 
subtle, at once fluent and dlsttngulMhed. 
His Insistence upon the voice and Impor¬ 
tance of tho *m©l«>s* Is. probably. Ids most 
striking characteristic, und It Is In this 
that he is, one may say. both behind and 


In advance of his time Mr MacDowrll Is 
to-day an artistic figure of commanding 
stature—a musical creator who has 
brought to an Impressive development a 
singular gift of beautiful and forceful 
utterance/* 

It Is lamentable to think that this 
career Is ended. And yet MacDowell’s 
labor lias not been In vain. He has 
placed the American people In his debt, 
he has won the admiration and affec¬ 
tion of multitudes who deplore the 
blight that has fallen upon him; he has 
given his name a renown of undying 
quality and he has given an Impetus 
to American music which ought to re¬ 
sult In great things 


The Exact Size of It. 

The question of questions In Munic¬ 
ipal Government—the question which 
has awakened the moral and business 
sense of the greater communities from 
one end of the land to the other— re¬ 
late* largely to what are called the 
Public Utilities. 

In the earlier stages of the live* of 
these communities certain persons, hav¬ 
ing a little money and seeing farther 
ahead than their neighbors, organized 
themselves Into companies and obtained 
certain concessions, or privileges, for 
lighting, watering and carrying the 
people. In ths outset, they presented 
themselves In tho character of benefac 
tors. But, a* cltlos grew, their gratuit¬ 
ous concessions Increased In value, and, 
as their charters began to expire. It 
was necessary to renew them. By this 
time other people than these corpo¬ 
rators had apprized themselves of tho 
money-making state of the case. What 
hod been easy to get grew harder to 
keep. Thus the gradual corruption of 
Municipal Government, which has be¬ 
come at once the scandal and the prob¬ 
lem of the age. 

The buying and selling of Legisla¬ 
tures, State and Municipal, has at 
length developed Into a trade of the 
Corporations seeking either fresh con¬ 
cessions or the renewal of old ones. The 
method of buying and selling Is ele¬ 
vated into one of the Fine Arts. It has 
been much simplified, however, by the 
appearance* on the scene of a queer 
kind of a middle-man claiming to be 
a lawyer and known as a "Lobby At¬ 
torney/' who, for a consideration great 
enough to cover all contingencies with 
no bill of particulars required or ques¬ 
tions asked, engages to deliver to his 
•‘client*’ what are called "the goods.** 

In the person of "Judge" Andy Ham¬ 
ilton. of Albany, the country has had 
the last twelvo months a startling and 
picturesque exhibit of the Lobby At¬ 
torney. In point of fact, however, he 
Is an old offender. Of one sort and an¬ 
other, he exists and has long existed in 
all the State Capitals, where legislation 
is to be bought, or obstructed, and in 
every city big enough to have a-local 
Legislature. 

Since the Bonrd of Aldermen in Lou¬ 
isville has Investigated certain taik- 
about-town In the matter of the Light¬ 
ing Ordinances, whtch. though it was 
common enough and loud enough, no 
member of the Board seemed to have 
heard, and has decided that this had 
n6 foundation In fact, or even in con¬ 
jecture, or color of Justification, we sup¬ 
pose it would be little short of lese 
majeste for the Courier-Journal again so 
much as to refer to it; but we ore well 
within our rights as a public Journal 
and a local historian to call attention 
to the fact that the Louisville Lighting 
Company is still master of the Situa¬ 
tion at the City Hall, potent enough to 
hold Its own and bide Its time; that, 
by some odd coincidence, the member 
of the Board of Aldermen nearest to 
the Attorney of the Lighting Company. 
Is absent at the opportune moment, 
carrying with him an opposing ordi¬ 
nance, and that the Mayor of the City 
seeing these things Is as dumb as an 
oyster, and that Mr. Tyler, the Presi* 
dent of the Bonrd, and Mr. Embry, one 
of tho most trusted of Its members, are 
dumb as oysters, and finally, that, un¬ 
less the unexpected happens, the Lou¬ 
isville Lighting Company has every 
reason to count that It will get Its ex¬ 
clusive franchise, the Democratic City 
Government—©1©<:ted on definite pledges 
—to all Intents and purposes saying to 
tho people, "What arc you going to do 
about ltr* 

In the last Municipal Campaign the 
Courier-Journal made no pretense of 
perfectibility for the Democratic ticket, 
which, somewhat as a choice of evils, 
it supported. It qualified Its support by 
the admission that the City Govern¬ 
ment had not been Just w*hat It ought to 
be. It did not look for the millennium. 
It did not expect to find the New Jeru¬ 
salem in tho City Hail. For certain 
rta^ns; explicitly stated, it preferred 
the Democratic ticket to the Fusion 
ticket; and those reasons related not 
tu the personalities of either ticket, but 
to the opportunities of real reform 
likely to flow from the success of the 
one or the other. Whnt do w© now 
he**? The flrst serious question sup¬ 
posed to Involve big money, and cer¬ 
tainly involving a valuable franchise, 
which comes up. Is decided In favor 
not only of the strongest corporation, 
but In favor of that corporation which 
Is most Identified In the popular mind 
with tyrannous exaction and question¬ 
able Influence. 

If Mr. Barth, an honest man as wo 


truly believe—but In this no Democrat 
and fnlso to his pledge* a* a Demo¬ 
cratic candidate—und Mr. Tyler and 
Mr. Embry, two honest men, as wr 
truly believe—hut In this nn Demo¬ 
crats and false to their pledges as Dem¬ 
ocratic Candidate*—think th-.y c.in per¬ 
mit such u deed to be done and ©->cjp© 
the consequences both to themselves 
and their party, they will find them¬ 
selves most grievously mistaken when 
the people next go to the polls, and 
neither ths Lighting Company nor the 
Courier-Journal will be able to save 
them. 

Perhaps the Courier-Journal will not 
even try to save them. 

We meant what we said, and nil Wd 
jwiVd. In the last campaign. Louisville 
is not the worst governed of cities. Oti 
the contrary, it has been measurably 
well governed. No great fiscal Institu¬ 
tions. no rows of costly buildings, b ar 
witnesr to corruption on a large scale 
or testify to any man’s boss-ship. Lit 
tie doses of occasional eneok-steallr.g. 
like that now being investigated by the 
School Boatxl. are about the size of It. 
The Courier-Journal has never thought 
It a duty to constitute itself a detective 
and Indiscriminately to muck-rake for 
filth In the gutters. It draws a line, how¬ 
ever. at the selling or the giving away 
of valuable franchises and the stifling 
of fair competition; and this is practi¬ 
cally what the present so-called Dem¬ 
ocratic City Government will be doing 
If It grants the Lighting Company * 
Ordinance and kills any one of the 
Competing Ordinances. 


As To Sunday Closing. 

Says The Louisville Evening Times; 

"It wore well for wise heads and law- 
observing citizens In the Mutual Pro¬ 
tective Association to trike charge of af¬ 
fairs In that organization. They will save 
lawyers' fees and court expenses by 
promptly arriving at the conclusion that 
the saloon* will remain closed on Sun¬ 
days as long ns the pnsent law remains 
on the statute books. It Is the law, and 
the law wilt be supported by good citi¬ 
zen*, and It will be enforced by the au¬ 
thorities." 

Any attempt op the part of the saloon 
Interest to take the law into Its own 
hands, or to make n square Issue with 
the law*, or tho powers behind the law 
in the present emergency, will surely 
recoil upon those who attempt so great 
a folly: because the law Is plain and 
the authorities seem determined to en¬ 
force It. 

Whilst to<* much confidence In the 
tenacity of those who pose as the spe¬ 
cial champions of temperanoe may not 
be entertained by citizens who recall 
similar attempts in times past and 
w'hat came of them. It must not be Ig¬ 
nored that an element enters Into the 
present assertion of the statutes touch¬ 
ing the observance of the Subbath, 
which has hitherto been wanting, that 
Is the Interposition of the Governor, 
who Is not likely to trouble himself n 
great deal about conditions and opin¬ 
ions in the City of Louisville as long as 
he has the public sentiment of the State 
at his back, particularly os hi* attitude 
holds a kind of club over the Demo¬ 
cratic municipal organization which 
may be useful to him later along. 

Let us say at once that the Courier- 
Journal does not now believe, nor ever 
has believed, that the Puritan Sabbath 
Is either possible or desirable In a great 
city like Louisville; but let us also con 
cede, on the other hand, that the drink 
Ing saloon, a* It exists In the United 
States, Is the source of two-thirds of 
the misery and crime which assail our 
people. 

The precise line where freedom leave* 
off and license begins. Is sometimes 
very indistinct. It Is also subject to 
varying constructions. There Is. for ex 
umple. a radical difference between th© 
Catholic world and the Pr<k©*tnnt 
world: between the Germans, on I he 
one hand, and the English, the i'CP.tii 
and the Americans, on the other hnnd. 
in the matter of the observance of the 
Seventh Day. Not Infrequently opl.i.c-tie 
on this point are colored by conditions 
which, regarded with equanimity In 
great centers of population, would oc¬ 
casion little less than horror and dls- 
yjst in towns and villages. 

In Germany, the question has settled 
itself according to the charade**, the 
habits and predilections of a people by 
nature sober, domestic and frugal. In 
tho T.atln countries, the Church has 
settled It by separating the day pito 
two parts, tho flrst devoted to religious 
rites and duties, the second given over 
to such pastimes and r eor©at|ona a* 
those "who have made their peac* with 
God," us the phrase Is. may choose to 
Indulge. In many cases revolting enough 
to the sensibilities of the forelg.i wit 
ness. 

It Is not worth our while, however, 
to dlrcuss religious and racial idiosyn¬ 
crasies which have little application to 
the life about us. There stands what 
the Christian Church accepts and be¬ 
lieve* the Commandment of God, and 
there stand the laws enacted by man In 
accordance therewith. Shall these laws 
be obeyed, or shall they be violated? 
If they are not to be obeyed, were it 
not better to repeal them? 

There can be no argument on n prop¬ 
osition so simple and obvious with hon¬ 
est people whose moral code, no less 
than their political fabric, rest* upon 
the Religion of Jesus of Nazareth; but. 
In point, of fuel, there Is, In room of nn 
argument, a quibble, which has all the 
force of argument, to the effect that 
laws, which cannot be enforced, ore 
blots ns well as dead letters, on the 
statute books, and this relegates us to 
the question wiiat laws cun and what 
luw’s cannot be enforced, especially In 
cities of the larger class? Thus far th- 
jiuhwt has been, for the most part, a 
compromise. 

At tj»e present moment the more en¬ 


thusiastic of those who reek to enforc** 
the law’s on Sundn£ dosing are confi¬ 
dent of tho result. If they are borne 
out by tho event, and tho result* realize 
their hopes, all Indeed, will b? w'd!. 
But. sup|Kise It hap|M*ns. It ha* 
happened here and every wher els* 
where the experiment ha* bt n trl'd, 
thnt it tuts but n pirtlal success, or Is 
to all Intent a a (Allure, what then? 

ThJt prohibition laws da not prohibit 
Is clearly shown In the 5t-te of M-tln\ 
where sixty years of them have not 
sufihed to lessen the drink habit. The 
trial of the Ifispemury System in 
South Carolina 1\aa not been nifr* tn- 
couraglng. It Is worli wav tel in¬ 
veighing against the maker or s flier of 
tntoxir ints. Violent language. like ex¬ 
treme laws, defeats the ends It alms at. 
Blue laws, as they are called, mad* a* 
Albany by rural legislators, cannot be 
executed In the City of New Yoik; («i 
sumptuary laws made at Frankfort— 
though reinforced by a Governor play¬ 
ing for the time to the lead of the 
clergy—be executedln Louisville? 

It remains to be seen. Let us hop© 
for tbe best. Assuredly, n » good cit¬ 
izen cf Louisville approves "a wide- 
open town." The business plea In it* 
favor Is mainly u delusion. But. theio 
is a considerable territory between de¬ 
cency and indecency, between freedom 
und license, and some line should b» 
drawn that can and will be hell to. 
The Latin Sunday is likely to turn Into 
excels, and the Puritan Sabbath can¬ 
not be enforced—In some of Its pro¬ 
visions ought not to he. In esse the 
familiar experience of evasion, hypoc¬ 
risy and ultimate collapse attends this 
effort at what may turn out uti Im¬ 
practicable assertion uf purism, why 
should not the good and wise addreta 
themselves to some plan of ameliora¬ 
tion. which can be mode effecluil? 

Louisville Is no longer-a village. It 
Is a groat and growing cny. It* hotels 
and clubs cannot be turned'Into place:, 
of public worship. Often, by striving 
for too much, we get nothing at all. 
In the matter of Sunday closing. Lou¬ 
isville might take a lesson from Lon¬ 
don. 

England Is the most Sabbath-ridden 
country in the world. Yet. having 
threaded all the shoals and depths qf 
the moral problem, with three centuries 
of experience behind it, the Govern 
mem of Loudon. w f here the Church and 
Suite are directly united, has not been 
able to keep the "publics," as the Lon¬ 
don saloons are called, hermetically 
sen led from Saturday night to Monday 
morning. It has had to make conces¬ 
sions to the “publicans’* and their pa¬ 
trons, these latter by no means limited 
to the bibulous, or vicious classes. 
Certain hours are interdicted. These 
are proscribed to obstruct nni offeud 
the church-goers least. The provision 
Is absolute and strictly enforced. So 
ciety of all sorts, the high and the lowr. 
has settled down to It, so that In spite 
of its vast and variegated population, 
London has a most orderly Sunday, 
and nobody seems the worse for an ar¬ 
rangement which upplles equally to 
the restaurants and the saloons. 

There are civic laws and there are 
spiritual laws; and it becomes a ques¬ 
tion how for ths one set may be sac 
rlflced to the other set. securing out¬ 
ward conformity to the statute, while: 
Inwardly corrupting the morals of the 
people. _____ 

Perkins Released. 

The Appellate division of the ^u 
preme Court of New York, which 1* a 
Court of Appeal*, but not the highest 
Court of Appeals In the State, has dis¬ 
charged George W. Perkins from tnis- 
tody. which Is equivalent to saying that 
he has not been guilty of larceny. The 
decision of the court may be right. The 
Courier-Journal has already been at 
pains to show that he was not guilty, 
according to reports, of larceny at 
common lawr. The court confirm* this. 
But New York had a special statute 
on this subject, defining what shall 
be considered larceny In New York, and 
It seemed to fit the case very well. It 
requires, however, that there shall 
be evidence that th*ro was a felonlms 
Intent. It was the withdrawal from 
a Jury of the right to hear evidence 
as to the felonious Intent that the 
Courier-Journal criticised. The Appel¬ 
late division recognizes the right to 
pass upon the question of Intent, but 
it decides that there rs not any evi¬ 
dence to show It or any proof from 
which such an intent may b© Inferred. 
Here we encounter a distinction that 
the law makes. The Jury are the ex¬ 
clusive Judges of «be credibility or 
weight of evidence, but tho court may 
decide whether there x» any legal evi¬ 
dence. In this case the court has taken 
the responsibility of say tug there !* 
no evidence whatever to show a crimi¬ 
nal intent. 

It must be said that the reasoning 
of the court, as reported by telegraph, 
Is not very lmpr©**lv©. Mr. Perkins, 
it Is said, bad a right to contribute 
his own money to the Republican Nu 
t tom! I Committee. Tills Is not In con¬ 
troversy, and has no bearing on the 
case whatever. Other matters men¬ 
tioned In the court's opinion Indicate 
that Perkins had not the remotest In¬ 
tention of contributing bis ow n money. 
He made the contribution at the re¬ 
quest of the President of the Insurance 
company, with the distinct understand¬ 
ing that he was to be reimbursed from 
Its trea*ury. Mr. Perkins waa after¬ 
ward paid. The money was not re¬ 
ceived In trust, says the court, but was 
taken In payment of his claim. Mr 
Perkin* was vice president of the com¬ 
pany and chairman of the Finance 
Committee, but this did not prevent j 
him from receiving money In the pay¬ 
ment of a Just claim, and It did not 
make him guilty of larceny If he col¬ 
lected an unjust claim believing he had 
a right to receive the money. 

It must be- said that this looks like 
Juggling with the facts. The Insurance 
company desired to contribute other 
people’s money to a party committee. 


to which many of the owners of the 
money were unalterably opp isetl. There 
I* no sort of controvery about this. 
The court sure there was nothing 
secretive about the manner of making 
the payment. Without Intending any 
disrespect of court. It mu.it he said 
that thL is the worst Uttul of nonsense. 
The company had the money. It had 
the power to contrlhuto the money 
directly to the committee, and it would 
undoubtedly have done so if It had not 
desired to be secretive. Its failure to 
do so is a circumstance, a fact, from 
which the de»lre to do a wrong may 
well be Inferred It did not transmit 
the money directly lo the committee, 
but Mr. Perktns gave It his money 
He had a right to do this, says the 
court. Agreed, ho had a right to do 
It. hut the act constituted no soit of 
"claim" ugalnst the Insurance com¬ 
pany. He had no claim, and lie knew 
It; the president knew It. everybody 
knew It. or that tort of Indirection, 
secretion and evasion would not have 
been resorted to. There was no sort 
of reason why Perklna should con¬ 
tribute hU money to tho committee, 
except to free the latter from the 
charge of receiving stolen good*. It 
received Perkins’ money, which was his 
own. Then the company paid the 
money to Perkins, snd In that secretive 
way the money of the polli yholders 
was given to the Republican Commit* 
tee. A Jury who would not Inter from 
tbe*e conceded facts that the intern 
was to contribute other peoples money 
to the committee would not be very 
wise or fat.seeing Yet the court says 
there is no e\Idence that the Intent 
wus w rung or that there was anything 
secretive about the contribution. It Is 
Admitted, however, by some of the 
Judges that the payment was unlawful, 
and that tho money may be recovered. 

The case goes to the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, the highest tribunal In New 
York Unfortunately the* District At¬ 
torney, Mr Jerome, who will take It 
there, has already given intimations 
that certain persons are above the law. 
and It remains to bo seen whether tbe 
case will be vigorously prosecuted. 


Federal Extravagance. 

The large Increase of military appro. | 
prlatlons of various kinds, within the 
lust few years, is beginning to attract 
attention. Congressman Tawney. of 
Minnesota, chairman of the House 
Committee of Appropriations, has been 
led. from this fact, to state that he is 
opposed to the Administration’s policy 
In regard to the upbuilding of a large 
navy. He points out that, including 
pensions, claims and other drafts on 
the Treasury, growing out of the Civil 
War. the estimate* for all kinds of 
military service may reach a total of 
3385.000,000, which Is 32T.OOO.OOO more 
than the entire receipts of the United 
States ten years ago, omitting the bal¬ 
anced Item for the Postal Depart¬ 
ment. While the same vlew r ts taken 
by many thoughtful men of both par¬ 
ties. there Is a steady pressure from the 
majority of the jfarty in power to In¬ 
crease, Instead of curtain, appropria¬ 
tions of all kinds. The demand for 
more money to meet such expenditures 
Is used as an argument for the reten¬ 
tion of the high tariff rates by the 
very men who know best that the sys¬ 
tem Is framed not for increase of rev¬ 
enue, but for the benefit of the pro¬ 
tected monopolies. Economy In public 
expenditures has no place In their 
creed. On the contrary, their aim Is 
to swell, rather than contract, the ap¬ 
propriation bills, and to use the result¬ 
ing deficit as an argument for the 
need of more money In support of the 
continuance or Increase of the present 
tariff schedule. 

It ts not, however, merely in. the mat¬ 
ter of military npproprlfttl.ms ttv* the 
tendency to Increase of expenditures Is 
by any means confined. Instead of be¬ 
ing exceptional It Is merely an Indica¬ 
tion of a manifest purpose of expansion 
In alt departments of the public ad¬ 
ministration Including the salaries of 
high officials. In 1872 an act was 
passed Increasing the salary of the 
President from $25.0(10. which It had 
been since the formation of the Govern¬ 
ment, and that Senators snd Represen¬ 
tatives from $5,000 to $7,500. with a 
retroactive provision. The first re¬ 
mained In effect, but the last w’as re¬ 
peated by the succeeding Congress and 
there has been no attempt since to In¬ 
crease th»* pay of the members of the 
two houses There is now on hand a 
movement to Incrense the pay of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court The 
imy of the Chief Justice Is $10,600 and 
of the Associate Justices $10,000, and 
an effort Is being made to pass at the 
present session a bill to Increase their 
compensation. In Itself this would not 
entail a very large sum. but H would 
naturally lead to a further movement 
for a corresponding Increase In the pay 
of the twenty-five Circuit Judges, 
whose salaries are now $8,000. and of 
the eighty-five District Judges with 
salaries of $5,000. 

In regulating the value of the serv¬ 
ices of these Judicial office* It 1* diffi¬ 
cult to fix upon a Just estimate of their 
worth. If we take the salaries of the 
Judges of the English Court* a* a 
criterion, our figure* will appear low. 
The pay of the Lord Chief Justice of 
England Is $40,000 a year and that of 
the Judges of the Chancery and 
Queen’s Bench division, with six In the 
first and fourteen in the second, Is $25.. 
o00. But to do thl* would bo quite as 
Inappropriate as to gnugo the volue of 
the services of the President by the 
emoluments of the King of Great Brit¬ 
ain or the continental rulers. 

In fixing the pay of tho Federal Ju¬ 
dicial officer* there Is one consideration 
to be borne In mind. They are not n* 
officers In other department* of Gov¬ 
ernment subject to th© loss of their of¬ 
fice* by expiration of their terms of 
office or at any expense In retaining 
their positions, nn In the case of those 
holding elective offices. They are ap¬ 
pointed during life or good behavior. 


w ith the privilege of retiring up »n piy 
at the age of seventy. They, therefore, j 
are not harassed with care for the‘r 
maintenance in old age. In their case 
exception Is made In this respect, an 1 
they are placed upon the same plone 
with officers of the army and navy, ex¬ 
cept that the latter are retired upon pay 
at an rarller age. Pension for military 
service has always been a recogn^d 
princlp’e. upon the ground th.it the 
Government has a claim upon Its cltl- 
zons for military duty, while In regard 
to civil office there is no such claltn or 
implied obligation. 

Th© proposition for the Increase of 
pay to the Federal Judiciary in. there¬ 
fore, worthy of attention, not to much 
for the sum which an advance In sal¬ 
aries woulj involve, but as p^rt of a 
movement which, logically conaldered. 
would extend to proportionate Increase 
In every department of th© public rer 
vice. If it haa merit in Justice it arises 
from the Increase In the cost of living 
from the higher prices which the neces 
sities of life command. If thi* Is Just 
ground, then It nppltes to all other of¬ 
ficer* of th© Government and to all 
W’nge-earneis. If it doe* not. why make 
three officer*, who are especially pro¬ 
vided fnr In their old ug«*. an except! »n 
to the rule governing the pay of other 
public ser vants? _ 

The Process of Dcnaturicing. 

Consular Report* give sundry ex¬ 
tract* from discussions made by Mr. 
Maron. former Consul General at Ber¬ 
lin. of ths processes In use In Germany 
for making alcohol unfit for uae ns a 
beverage. 

There are two (lasses or degree* of 
denaturing, th© "complete" und the 
’incomplete." according to the urea to 
w'hlch the alcohol is to be put. For this 
purpose, a hundred liter*, equal to 261* 
gallons. Is taken as u unit. To this 
quantity of spirit* are udded In one 
case two and a half liter* of standard 
denaturizer, which t* made of four 
part* of wood alcohol, one part of 
pyrldin, a product of coal tar. with 
the addition of fifty grain* to each 
liter of oil of lavender or rosemary. 
The second method is the addition of 
one nnd one-fourth liters of th& stand¬ 
ard denaturizer and two liters of ben¬ 
zol to every one hundred liters of 
spirits. 

There are various methods of partial 
denaturizatlon. according to the uses to 
be made of the spirits, such ns the ad 
dltion of five liters of wood alcohol to 
one hundred of spirits, twenty liter* 
of solution of shellac, adding camphor, 
turpentine and benzol, ten liters of 
sulphuric ether and one of benzol, etc. 

It I* of Interest to note that the 
"standard denaturizer" consists In 
largest part of wood alcohol. In the 
year 1903-4 the quantity of spirits so 
completely denatured tn Germany was 
28,080.505 gallons. The quantity shows 
the extent to which the process waa 
applied nnd suggests that the popular 
want supplied In that way must have 
been very great. 

The denatured alcohol, 95 per cent, 
purity, which is commonly used In 
Germany for burning, sells at from 6.67 
to 6.9 cents per liter, which Is equfv 
alent to 1.06 quarts. That Is some¬ 
thing In excess of 25 cents per gallon, 
but, of course. Is not conclusive as to 
the American price. 


Some complication. It is feared, will 
arise from the loss by Chinese, in th© 
Son Francisco fire, of their certificate^ 
of registration. The number of Chinese 
In California Is stated to be 50,000, and 
It Is contended by leading < Itlzens that 
25.000 certificates of registration were 
destroyed in the fire. There are two 
way* In which trouble may result. In 
the absence of duplicates of the cer 
tlficates the Chinaman entitled to re¬ 
main In this country may be unable to 
furnish proof of his right to do so, 
while, on the other hand. If the regula¬ 
tion* are relaxed and full proof not re¬ 
quired. It may lead to tho introduction 
of many Chinese not entitled to re¬ 
main who by shrewd practice es¬ 
tablish a claim. Apprehension Is felt 
In some quarters Jest from some con¬ 
flict arising from lass of certificates 
the boycott feeling In China may be 
renewed. On the other hand. It la 
claimed that by the commendable way 
In which the Chinese of San Francisco 
have borne themselves since the dis¬ 
aster. much of the prejudice against 
them has been removed, and that the 
relations between the two races here- 
aftor will be much more cordial. 


Another venerable colored womu*. wh.> 
claims to huve seen Washington has 
recently died In Kentucky. Aunt Mu- 
hula Btnrlts, of Warren county, who 
died there a few days ago at the age of 
112. said she remembered seeing him 
when ahe was flv© years old. For a long 
time It was a frequent occurrence to 
announce the d»nth of Virginia servants 
W'ho had been the body servants of 
Washington. Now that line se-ms to 
have been exhausted and the distinc¬ 
tion of the lessening list of centena¬ 
rians is becoming limited to those who 
had merely seen the august person of 
the Father of his Country. The white 
list has long been exhausted, but the 
longevity of the African and his re¬ 
tentive memory are well know r n.

ELECTIONS BECOONIZED. 


SUCCESS WILL MEAN MUCH TO 
PARTY CHIEF. 


HEARST STRONG FACTOR NOW. 
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News of the Churches

The commission appointed by th© last 
General Conference of the Methodist 
church. ha* decided that It would be 
unwise. If not impracticable, to effect 
consolidation of the book concents by 
abolishing either one of the two great 
publishing houses of the denomination. 
These are located at New York and 
Cincinnati, and Methodists of both 
East and West have been fearing a 
decision of the commission to take 
from one or both of the cities named 
the publishing Interests. There was 
talk that n smaller town In the Middle 
West would be chosen ns the Metho¬ 
dist publishing center, and the labor 
t%»ul>le which the New York concern 
has experienced during the past year 
made !t seem all the more likely that 
the commission would decide that New 
York, at least, should give up the 
great Methodist printing establish¬ 
ment. 

But the commission has unanimously 
decided that the manufacturing plants 
shall remain as now at New York and 
Cincinnati, but that the management 
•hall be unified under one gt-nernl pub¬ 
lishing agent, with two assistants, 
tinder the present arrangement the 
General Conference elects four agents, 
two each for New York and Cincinnati, 
and the two establishments are con¬ 
ducted Independently of each other, 
except that the Book Committee of the 
General Conference hits supervision of 
both. 

The commission also decided that 
there riiould be sonic classification of 
the work of the manufacturing plants 
as should prevent a duplication of work 
and effort. This classification Is to be 
made by a special committee of the 
eormnlssion. which Is Instructed to con¬ 
fer with the publishing agents as to the 
best possible classification to the end 
that the greatest possible economy and 
•fficUmcy mA) be secured. At the 
present time both book concerns do 
three lines of work; book publishing, 
periodical publishing and the Job 
printing. Methodist leaders who are 
familiar with the work of the publish¬ 
ing houses, say that only one of th©s»3 
lines can be carried on wholly In one 
center, that Is the book publishing, 
perhaps the most of the |>©rh»dleal3 
could be Issued from one establishment, 
but each concern, these leaders say. 
will have to L«sue some periodical*, and 
certainly each will have to continue to 
d * the Job printing for Its own sec¬ 
tion. Whatever may be decided, the 
four agents elected at the General Con¬ 
ference of 1904. are to continue In of¬ 
fice until the General Conference of 
JM>8. which will elect the new head of 
the publishing Interests or the church.

C. E. Workers To Europe. 


Tlundreds of American young peo¬ 
ple. members of the Christian Endeavor 
societies, are laying their plans for a 
trip to Europe ibis summer. In order 
that they may be present at the Third 
World*® Christian Endeavor Conven¬ 
tion. to be held In Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land. July 28 to August 1. The En¬ 
deavor president, the Rev. Dr. Francis 
E. Clark, hiu* been spending some 
months In travel In Europe and the 
Bust. and Interest In the movement, 
already large, has been increased by 
his visits, and It Is believed that the 
coming convention will have I *rg© del¬ 
egations from European and Astatic 
points. 

To show* how widely the Christian 
Endeavor movement has sprcml In for¬ 
eign lands, a fdltUl’** of th * conven¬ 
tion Is to bo brief addressee In their 
native tongues by represent at Ives from 
twenty-five different nationalities, to bo 
followed, when possible, by the wing¬ 
ing of the national nnth« m of th.* 
country represented. On the Sunday 
of the convention. President Clnrk la to 
preach In St. Peter's Cathedral, Gen¬ 
eva. Tills is the church In which John 
Calvin was the preacher.

Fostering Church Loyalty. 

All of the great religious bodies of 
America are falling into line with the 
organization of their laymen in o na¬ 


tional societies, having for their objects 
the more definite enlistment of the men 
in the work of the denominations, and 
the fostering of a church loyalty that 
Is now r felt to be somewhat lacking 
•The General Assembly of the Presby¬ 
terian church, north which has* Just 
closed Its session In De* Moines, Iowa, 
Is the last body to m^ikc plans for a 
national men’s organization. 

The Presbyterian Brotherhood is the 
name talked of for the new organiza¬ 
tion, and the plan approved was one 
suggested by a committey appointed at 
the last General Assembly. A new 
committee has been uuth >rized to carry 
the plun into effect. It (s understood 
that while the Brotherhod of St. An¬ 
drew. of the Episcopal church, and sim¬ 
ilar organizations In other bodies may 
be looked to for suggestions, the sc.»p** 
of the new Presbyterian organization 
will be wider. In that It will be planned 
with a definite working purpose 
Church extension, parish aid, the In¬ 
troduction of good business method* In 
church nfTalrs. are some of the objects 
sought. Presbyterlal, synodical and 
national conventions will be provided 
for A nucleus for the new Brother- 
h*»od in ay be found In a federation of 
existing parish societies of men. 

A similar movement 1* being talked 
of In the United Brethren church as on 
outcome of the Bible conference held 
this month In Dayton. Ohio, where Mr. 
J. Campbell White, secretary of the 
Men’s Longue In the United Presby¬ 
terian church, was present and told 
some of the things which have already 
been accomplished In his communion 
by Its new men’s organization. The 
Immediate result of the Dayton meet¬ 
ing has been the appointment of a 
committee of fifteen, ten laymen nnd 
tlve clergymen, to work out a plan of 
organization Universalis! men are 
about to meet In New York to take 
preliminary steps toward a national 
organization, and similar movement h 
are stirring the men of most other 
bodies. 

It Is to l>e noted tlmt in all these 
movements’there Is no thought of a s*t- 
tlng up of laymen against clergymen, 
but ratner that there may be provided 
a means for a closer co-operation of 
the two orders In the work of the 
churches.

Presbyteiiau Statistics. 

Statistics oi the Presbyterian church, 
north, have been compiled annually, for 
a number of years past, by the Interior, 
u leading denominational Journal of 
the West, and published in cxincc Ion 
with the meeting of the Gcner.tl As¬ 
sembly. These figures are unofficial, 
but they have been found to vary little 
from the report made by the stated 
clerk after the meeting of the assembly. 

According to this year's unofficial 
figures, the Presbyterian church ho* 
grow n about 3 per cent. In the year Just 
closed, and now has 1.146.46? communi¬ 
cant members, an Increase of 32,805 over 
tile 1IK)5 figures. There ar© S.»h 7 
churches, an Increase of 107; 7.780 min¬ 
isters. a gain of thirty, u d 1 :;o4 

Sunday-school members, a gain of over 
[ 13,000.

Will Be Spent By Gates and 
His Associates 


DEVELOPING STEEL INDUSTRY 
IN ALABAMA. 


TO BUY ONE RAILROAD LINE 
AND BUILD ANOTHER. 


MAY RIVAL THE BIG TRUST. 


Birmingham, Ala.. May 26 —(Special ] 
—It Is learned on reliable authority 
that John W. Gates and associates. Who 
recently came Into control of the Ten¬ 
nessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com¬ 
pany and the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, and placed John A. Topping, 
a practical steel man. at the head of 
both of them, wilt expend 314.000,000 In 
the development of the properties of 
these companies In Alabama and Ten¬ 
nessee during the next three years. It 
is also ascertained that plans for this 
development contemplate the expendi¬ 
ture of more than two-thirds of the 
314.000,000. or, to be. more exact. $10.- 
000,000. In enlarging and developing the 
steel Industry. 

On their recent visit to this district 
Mr. Gates and associates are said to 
have become greatly Impressed with 
the success which has been made In the 
manufacture of steel at the Ensley 
plant of the Tennessee company, and 
the practical application of this steel 
In the manufacture of rails which are 
now being sold to various railroads 
throughout the country. Realising that 
the largest amount of profit lies in the 
manufacture of steel, rather than In 
the production of raw Iron, Mr. Oates 
end associates have unofficially stated 
that they ore making extensive plans 
for tho full development of the South 
ern steel Industry. Part of these plans 
Is said to consist of tho practical con¬ 
solidation of the Tennessee and Repub¬ 
lic companies, which has already been 
effected In many details. Including the 
merging of offices and working forces 
at many points. John A. Topping Is 
also at tho head of both corporations 
as the practical executive, being a man 
of wide experience In steel production. 
It Is thought that a new corporation 
altogether will be formed for the pur 
pose of taking over the combined prop¬ 
erties. Meanwhile, the merging of the 
companies In a practical wuy will pro¬ 
ceed, with the main purpose In view 
of making the combined corporation a 
great steel-producing company, which 
may In time rival the Steel Trust. 

• • • 

After Railroad Line. 

An Important step In carrying out 
the plans of Gaftt-s and associates Is 
being taken now In negotiations which 
are pending here for the purchase by 
the Tennessee-Republic Interests of 
the Btrmtngtuun Southern railroad. 
This rood Is u system of short lines 
connecting various mines nnd plants 
of the Tennessee Company. Five or 
six years ago these muds were sold 
by Not Baxter, then president of the 
Tennessee Company, to the Southern 
and the Loulavtllc and Nashville rail¬ 
roads. which organised them Into a 
separate oorpomtton. and have since 
operated them separately, wtth Jonci 
G. Moore as president. 

Idenh 

When John A. Topping became pres¬ 
ident of the Tennessee-Republic Inter¬ 
ests and came here. It Is said he found 
that transportation conditions In the 
mineral dlstiirt w*ere not satisfactory; 
that fneigilt charges on raw material 
were high, and that the train service 
was not what was desired. He rec¬ 
ommended to his directors that the Bir¬ 
mingham Southern road be bought 
back, and a deal to that end has about 
been closed. It Involves about 32.000,- 
000, tt being understood that It will 
c*ist the comiMRles considerably more 
to get the roads back than was re¬ 


ceived when they were sold. Topping’s 
bleu Is that cost of production both In 
Iron and steel sill be greatly reduced 
by direct ownership of these lines. 

• • • 

Railroad Construction. 


In developing the steel Industry in 
this district some very elaborate plana 
are being outlined. It bus already been 
determined by the Tennessee-Republic 
Interests to bulkl a railroad from 
Thomas to Ensley And Utence to Bes¬ 
semer. and to double the capacity of 
the Ensley steel plant. The Idea Is to 
make low bas&d Iron at the furnace* of 
the Republic Company at Thomas, load 
It hot on the cars and run It over to 
E3nsley. two miles away, where It will 
be manufactured Into steel billets, 
after which the billets will be loaded 
on cars and sent to Bessemer, several 
miles sway, and rolled In the rolling 
mill of the Tennessee Company Into 
me return table product. This general 
scheme will be carried out at once, and 
later it is said chat Gates and asso¬ 
ciates will build U mammoth ffteel 
plant at Thomas and also a rail mill 
at that place. Meanwhile the capacity 
of the Ensley rail mill will be doubled. 
• • • 

Demand For Rails. 


The manufacture of rails from low 
basic Iron made from Alabama red ore 
has proven such a success that the 
Ensley mill of the Tennessee company 
is unable to All all the orders which 
pour In upon It. Sales recently made 
will require constant work at the plant 
until August 1. 1907. without selling an¬ 
other pound of rails. The Tennessee 
company during the past week has 
made sales of rails which bring the total 
amount sold for next year’s delivery 
up to 200,000 tons. As all of this year's 
make was sold some time ago and as 
the capacity of the mill at present Is 
only 300.000 tons per year. It is seen that 
two-thirds of next year’s make has 
been disposed of. The principal buyers 
of the 200,000 tons for 1907 delivery were 
the Louisville and Nashville, the South¬ 
ern and the Illinois Central railroads. 
The first tw'o roads named will uso 
the rail for renewals, while the Illinois 
Central will use Us purchnsc for laying 
the new extension from Corinth. Miss., 
to Birmingham, the grading of w'hlch 
Is now under way. Ensley rail has been 
tried by leading mads throughout the 
North and has proven most satisfac¬ 
tory. As a consequence the company 
Is having no trouble whatever in selling 
all that It could make and It could dis¬ 
pose of much more, hence the deter¬ 
mination by Gates and associates to 
double the capacity of the Ensley mill 
and later to build another ut Thomas.

P ARIS May 17. —Madame Sorgue, 
the "new Louise Michel" of 
France, whose participation In 
the Lens strike has worried the 
authorities more than perhaps anything 
Oise that has happened there, is one 
Of the most Interesting and fascinat¬ 
ing women In the republic. 8he is the 
antithesis of the popular conception of 
a feminine apostle of anarchy. She 
has great beauty and extraordinary 
talents and she has—or had—consider¬ 
able wealth. She might have com¬ 
manded everything that women ordi¬ 
narily most covet 8he could have won 
farm- on the stage; she might have 
achieved distinction In literature; or, 
had she preferred It, she could easily 
have made herself tile central figure of 
a brilllan Parisian salon. V 

So kind to her were the fairies who 
presided over her birth that success 
was open to her In almost every direc¬ 
tion hud she cared to strive for it. She 
has voluntarily abandoned all the prizes 
of life which were within her reach to 
espouse a cause in which she has ev¬ 
erything to lose and nothing to gain. 
Bhe has not even the consolation of 
knowing that she has won the grati¬ 
tude of those whom she has made the 
grrntest sacrifices to benefit. They 
would not turn a finger to help her.

“It was l who Introduced the eight- 
hour day in my region." she said the 
other day to friends at Lens, where 
she ts trying to Incite the miners to 
revolt. " I then tried to g^t others to 
do likewise. At every* Socialist con¬ 
gress 1 fight for the eight-hour princi¬ 
ple. Sympathetic resolutions are passed, 
which nobody notices, not even the 
most prominent Socialist leaders. They 
say they arc busy winning over big 
capitalists who would be frightened 
away by my radical methods. The 
truth Is, the Socialists themselves, de¬ 
spite all their talk about huivtun broth¬ 
erhood and the rights of man. will 
probably be the last to adopt the meas¬ 
ure 

"Meanwhile. I persevere I have not 
only Introduced the eight-hour day on 
my own estate, but I have Inspired la¬ 
borers elsewhere with a taste for It, 
To my own cost certainly, but the setxi 
bas been sown which will bear good 
fruit later, though I may reap none of 
lL Only a few weeks ago my servant 
asked some workmen to saw some wood 
for me. For their advancement I have 
sacrificed my property to the extent 
that I shall probably be sold out soon 
Their answer was to point to the clock 
showing that their eight hours were 
up. and they went away without touch¬ 
ing the wood. They feel no gratltudto 
toward me, but they cling to what I 
have given them. And that Is my\ re¬ 
ward. 

“My neighbors will be brought to 
do what I have done by the demands of 
the laboring men whom I have educut- 
ed. They think me Ignorant and weak 
for having sought to serve them. But 
they feel their own strength, and are 
beginning to make others feel it. thanks 
to me. That Is the slncerest of trib¬ 
utes unwittingly as it may be ren¬ 
dered.'*

Denounced By Many. 
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ress that In less than a year she car* 
rled off a high prise. That sufficed to 
secure her an engagement at the Gym- 
nose in Paris at a salary of $60 a 
month.

She recorded all the 
great mining strikes. She attracted 
great attention by her vivid descrip¬ 
tion of the pitiable conditions of women 
and girls employed at starvation wng°a 
in trades thst were ruinous to health, 
and from which their employers de¬ 
rived huge profits.

”S. U„” as he is sometimes called b> 
those In his office and those out of it 
who know him well, to distinguish him, 
from “M. U."—Maurice Untermyer, his 
younger brother—is of compact build, 
neither tall nor short, neither slender 
nor fat; with strongly featured face, 
gray eyes set far enough apart, rather 
long, bristling hair, nearly black, which 
he wears pompadour, and big. drooping 
mustache of rather sandy shade. 

His voice lends itself equally well to 
thunderous denunciations before a Jury 
or cool, unimpassioned argument before 
a full bench of Judges; to the per¬ 
suasive and insinuating or the compell¬ 
ing and scarifying cross-questioning of 
a victim on the witness stand, or the 
unctuous telling of a cracking good 
eLory. His conversation shows that he 
Is a keen judge of human nature. 
Though a Democrat, he believes in 
Federal jurisdiction over two things 
now r controlled by the States—corpora¬ 
tions and divorce. His age is forty- 
eight. Sometimes he looks It; some¬ 
times he doesn’t. He was born in 
Lynchburg, Va. His father was his 
mother's second husband; her first hus¬ 
band’s name was Guggenhelmer, and 
Randolph Guggenhelmer, of the law 
firm of Guggenheim* r, Untermyer & 
Marshall, is Samuel Untermyer’s half- 
brother.

Father a Tobacco Planter. 
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school at twenty, in 1878. was admitted 
to the bar at once and w r as made a 
partner of his half brother, Randolph 
Guggenhelmer. without any unneces¬ 
sary delay.

First Important Case. 


Untermyer, the father, was a tobacco 
planter. Like the Guggenheimers, who 
•arved In the Confederate army, he 
•was devoted to the Confederate cause 
and had showed his faith in It by in¬ 
vesting heavily in Confederate bonds. 
He was on the street in Lynchburg 
when the news of Lee’s surrender war 
told to him; he had a weak heart, and 
the shock killed him then and there. 
Mrs. Untermyer and her boys were left 
almost penniless. 

Manifestly Lynchburg, hAlf ruined by 
the war, Its business demoralized and 
its commerce gone for the time, was 
no place in which to bring up her 
boys, no place for them to begin the 
battle which they would have to fight 
if 'they would make a place among men 
for themselves after they had reached 
man's estate. So she realized on what 
little property she had left and re¬ 
moved to New York, where her sons— 
half brothers—studied law; they are 
now of the law firm of Guggenhelmer 
Untermyer & Marshall, prominent] 
prosperous and progressive. They had 
plenty of hard work to do before they 
were ready to practice law. and they 
have never got out of Lhe habit of 
working which they acquired then. 

”S. U.” was eleven when the family 
reached New York. He attended pub¬ 
lic school two years and entered the 
College of the City of New York at 
thirteen; at fifteen he was out of the 
institution and at work in a downtown 
law offi o as an errand boy. Before 
he was seventeen he was representing 
tihe firm In the justice’s courts in little 
cases, of which he bundled hundreds 
before he was of age. 

The habit of working was being fas¬ 
tened upon him for life in the years 
of his l iter teens, for besides doing hts 
allotted work in the law office to which 
he was attached, he went through the 
Columbia Law School, of which The¬ 
odore W. Dvvigh; was then the head. 
In those days "S. U." used to get to 
work in the office bright and early 
every morning: from 3 to 6 he attend¬ 
ed law school, and. to make up for the 
time thus takt n away from the office, 
returned to it every night at 7 and 
worked until 10. Sundays he worked 
a.s hard as other days. 

He was graduated from the law 


Samuel Untermyer’s first important 
rase came in 1883, when he was twen¬ 
ty-five. 

There was a firm of brewers in 
Philadelphia doing business under the 
style of Bauer & Betz. Henry Dally, 
Jr., a New York lawyer and counsel 
for Bauer, planned to mulct B«-tz In a 
large sum, and notes for $140,000, 
signed by the firm name, were given 
by Bauer under Daily’s advice. Dally, 
who had been a partner of Charles 
O’Conor, sent Bauer away and hud 
$50,000 of the notes discounted. Betz, 
finding that he was liable for the notes, 
sued Dally. Moore, hiis partner, and 
others, alleging conspiracy between 
counsel and client. 

This was the first ense on record in 
which a lawyer was charged with con¬ 
spiracy with his client to defraud, and 
it caused an immense sensation. Daily 
was n lawyer with a big practice— 
$150,000 to $200,000 a year—while young 
Untermyer had yet to win his spurs. 
Dally engaged Francis X. Bangs, \V. 
A. Beach. William P. Fullerton and 
Hamilton Odell, leaders of the bur then, 
to conduct the case for him. It was 
tried before a jury, with Justice Van 
Brent presiding. Untermyer got no one 
to help him. being confident that he 
was right and that he could make the 
jury see it as he saw It. He won. too, 
the verdict being for $52,000 and costs. 
Tt was a hard-fought battle, though, 
and f r a dRy and a half the verdict 
was In doubt, one juror standing out 
for Dally. In thirty-six hours of fight¬ 
ing the other eleven men brought tno 
recalcitrant juror to terms, however. 
On appeal to the general term of the 
Supreme Court the finding in favor of 
Bet* was affirmed In 1886 

That case was the real b?glnning of 


Samuel Untermyer’s legal career as a 
man of daring, ingenuity, resourceful¬ 
ness and persistence. It was the en 1 of 
Daily. It ruined him completely. Mr. 
Unitermyer has said since then more 
than once that he wouldn’t undertake 
such a case now—that he wouldn't dare 
to, for. despite the righteousness of his 
cause, (he chances were fearfully 
against him Daily died soon after the 
case was tried, and it 13 an Interesting 
circumstance that in later years Mr. 
Untermyer acted as legal adviser for 
his widow', who after Daily’s death 
was swindled by her husband's partner. 

The Untermyer practice increased 
amazingly following the verdict in the 
Betz-Daily case, and to-day, twenty- 
three years afterward, It Is one of the 
most profitable in New York, where 
lawyers are paid better than anywhere 
else in the United States, If not In the 
whole world. But at first It wasn’t 
mostly all business practice, involving 
broad nnd profound knowledge of the 
intricacies of corporation law, as it no.v 
is. 

• • • 

His Early Cases. 


Among the early oases of the young 
lawyer’s growing practice were the 
Beadleston divorce suits, two of them— 
the Beadlestons being of the celebrated 
family of brewers-famous in their 
day; after these came another divorce 
suit, equally famous. By this time Mr. 
Untermyer was pretty well known to 
the brewing interests of this country, 
and he went to London, where he in¬ 
terested British capital to the tune of 
$86,000,000 in American breweries. Brit¬ 
ish syndicates being formed with that 
aggregate capitalization to buy them 
out. 

When an attempt was male to re¬ 
move Asa Bird G irdlner, then New 
York’s District Attorney, Untermyer 
defended and saved him. When Wer- 
thelm, of Paris, one of Count Boni de 
C’astellane’s creditors, brought suH in 
New York to prevent the trustees of 
the Gould estate from giving to the

Mr. Unterrnyer's office is on the thir¬ 
teenth floor of a steel and brick and 
stone and glass skyscraper at 30 Broad 
street, near the part of that famous 
thoroughfare which is monopolized 
dally during "Exchange' 
bellowing, screaming, 

"open board" of brokers. 

The suite occupied by his firm fills 
the floor completely, and the man who 
wishes to meet the counsel for the In¬ 
ternational Policyholders’ Committee 
must have an advance appointment to 
do so. and even th n must pass sever¬ 
al guards and answer all questions put 
to him before passing the door which 
opens Into Mr. Unterrnyer's personal 
office. 

It is a rnther large, square room, 
high of celling, and furnished with 
handsome, solid-looking th ivs and 
desks—not roller-topped, but fiat, his 
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Count his wife Anna’s full income. Un¬ 
termyer represented Werthelm and won 
his case. 

He also represented David Belasco In 
his litigation with the theatrical syndi¬ 
cate and he was counsel' for the peti¬ 
tioners against the Sheldon plan of 
reorganizing the United States Ship¬ 
building corporation—in which Lewis 
Nixon was a figure. This plan sought 
to wipe out the bondholders and was 
in Charles M. Schwab’s interest, but 
the result of the suit was the abandon¬ 
ment of the plan and the adoption of 
another which saved $6,000,000 or $7,- 
000,000 for the bondholders. Whittaker 
Wright, the English bubble blower, was 
one of Mr. Unterrnyer's clients, and so 
was C. W. Morse, the banker, ice king 
and steamboat owner, in the celebrated 
Dodge-Morse case. 

In the early stages of the Insurance 
war Mr. Untermyer was counsel for 
James Hazen Hyde, as every newspa¬ 
per reader must know, and therefore Is 
intimately familiar with all the Ins and 
outs of the situation from beginning to 
end.

Where He Does His Work.

own being near the center of the room, 
wdth a big, strong, swinging chair in 
front of It. Nearly every day the dec¬ 
orations of the room include great 
bunches of cut flowers, brought from 
the greenhouses of his up-river home. 
The lofty windows which light the 
room look out upon the harbor; 
through them, in the hot summer-time, 
the sea breezes blow, bringing with 
them the salt smell of the sea: from 
them he can watch the squalls that 
sweep over the water and the ships 
that come from every port, bringing 
trade to the New World's metropolis. 

Despite the strictness of those who 
guard this room, an astonishingly large 
number of men pass in and out of Us 
doors every day; but everyone who 
does so has something worth discussing 
with its occupant, or he couldn’t get In. 
No matter how Important the subject 
of the visilt, though, its discussion must 
be direct and not long-drawn-out, for 
there is rarely a time when a visitor 
is not waiting outside to take the place 
of whoever is Inside. This most vis¬ 
itors recognize; If they don’t, ’’S. U.” 
does, and he presses the conversation 
to a close, whenever it threatens to be 
too extended. 

He has a desk telephone, of course, 
and many of his consultations with his 
big clients, even when bearing upon 
Important questions, are carried on 
over the wire. The way he can break 
off a faoe-to-face conversation on a 
matter of moment and talk into the re¬ 
ceiver about something of equal mo¬ 
ment, without being In the least fazed 
or losing the thread of the interrupted 
discussion meanwhile, shows his powers 
of concentration and detachment ad¬ 
mirably. 

He works ten months of the year in 
this thirteenth story room and plays 
two months. He gets to the office early, 
earlier sometimes than some of the 
clerks, and, despite the many inter¬ 
ruptions by visitors and by the 'phone, 
he gets through with more real work 
in a day than many a law yer of ability 
and standing could accomplish In a 
day and a half without any interrup¬ 
tions at all. When he goes home, most 
nights, he takes a choice selection of 
legal papers with him, especially on 
Saturdays, and each fnornlng, when 
he comes in, brings with him, com¬ 
pleted, the work he took away the 
night before. 

His friends nay he’d like to work 
twelve months in the year instevid of 
ten. He laughs when anyone talks to 
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him about his industry. 

"I don’t redly work very hard.” he 
told an acquaintance recently, "nether 
do a led of the men who are credited 
with unusual Industry. Often such a 
man doesn’t do nearly as much as 
many another man who Isn’t credited 
with accomplishing anything extraor¬ 
dinary at all. Besides, my work is a 
pleasure to me, and that makes all the 
difference In the world. It Is so with 
many men. Through oircumstances— 
chance, if you choose to use the word 
—they are successful. Being success¬ 
ful encourages them, stimulates them, 
as wine stimulates; their work become 
easy because they are accomplishing 
what they wish to do. 

"It Isn’t so with the man who isn't 
winning—perhaps through ruo fault of 
his own. To him the same work that, 
with success, would bo ea : y. becomes 
difficult and unpleasant, an I h«* < an ac¬ 
complish little. When a tu n heroine j 
successful he gets a reputation for 
working hard, but most qt the har 1 
workers, most of the world’s really 
great men, are never heard of by the 
rest of the world at all.” 

All the same, it would be difficult to 
convince those who know "8. U." best 
that he isn't one of the hardest worked 
lawyers alive to-day.

Where He Uves and Plays. 


Mr. Untermyer’s town house Is at 675 
Fifth avenue; his country house is 
Grey stone, up the river, near Yonkers, 
formerly the estate of the late Samuel 
J. Tilderi, which Mr. Untermyer has 
owned since 1900. There he plays, off 
hours, during the summer months of 
the ten in each year which he devotes 
to work. There he relaxes himself as 
only a man of intense Intellectual ac¬ 
tivity may. 

He doesn’t shoot, he doesn't fish, he 
doesn't play golf, and he doesn’t ride at 
present, though he used to spend a good 
deal of time In the saddle aqd probably 
will take up riding again, not so much 
for the pltMisure of it as because he 
needs the physical bracing which riding 
gives him. He keeps an automobile, 
"not for pleasure of riding it, but for 
locomotion.” It is sometimes driven 
pretty fast when he is in it. too, for he 
is fond of high speed. He used to drive 
horses, singly, in pairs and tandem, and 
he 13 a good driver, but he Isn’t driving 
much nowadays.

when inspecting the place. 

Greystone is a tine estate. k It is on 
the banks of the Hudson, well above 
the river, and commands a wonderful 
view of the Palisades oppos.te and 
equally fine vistas for miles up and 
down the broad stream. It cavers 105 
acres, almost equally divided by the 
highway running north and south par¬ 
allel with the river Into two parts, one 
containing fifty and the other flrty- 
flve acres. One part is given over to 
cultivation, and there his farmer lives 
and raises the vegetables that supply 
the Greys'one table, the hay that feeds 
the Greystone horses and other useful 
crops. 

The mansion, which stands on the 
river division of the estate, is old-fash¬ 
ioned, roomy ami comfortable. Built 
of gray stone. It looks almost as so d 
the Palisades opposite, and harmon¬ 
izes perfectly with the rather broken 
sutfice of the surrounding country. 

There are many th.ngs about Gr»y- 
stone in which Mr. Untermyer takes 
great pride. Possibly he likes the 
greenhouses best, though he is fond of 
his kennels and his chicken yards; he 
gives a lot of his personal attention to 
ail three. 

Those who know all about dogs say 
that the Greystone kennels are second 
to nono as to the quality of the dogs 
they house, though there are plenty 
of kennels with larger canine popula¬ 
tion. Mr. Untermyer’s dags are all col¬ 
lies; they are of pure breed an 1 have 
taken many prizes. His chickens num¬ 
ber about a thousand, and, like the 
dogs, include many prize winners. 
They are a well trained lot, too. The 
chicken shown In the accompanying 
photograph hepped up on the block to 
pose for Its picture as sedately, and 
posed as well, as ever a human being 
posed In any photographer’s studio. 

But, after all, the greenhouses are 
the pride of OreypLone. They are larg^. 
and their blooms .nolude about every 
known variety of dower from American 
Beauty roses to rare orchid?, and the 
lawyer who owns them is never better 
contented than when he Is among them. 

Besides his horses and his automo¬ 
biles. Mr. Utermyer keeps a steam 
yacht, the Scud, for "locomotion pur¬ 
poses" only, perhaps; but to sill down 
the river from Gieystone to the city in 
the morning and back again at n ght. 
to and from business, every working 
day in the warm weather cannot be an 
unpleasant method of locorrotb n.

You can't 
take a sitep without crushing eggs un¬ 
der foot. These eggs, olive-colored, 
splashed with green and gray, sell at 
wholesale for seven cents apiece They 
are t?al!ed plovers’ eggs. 

"Each nest has. as a rule, three eggs 
When the first set Is taken from her. 
the female bird lays another s“t. and 
if this is taken ton, she lays a third set. 
which is always left to her to hatch, 
or otherwise she and her kind would 
never return to the marsh again. 

"Many of the owners of those 
marshes innkc* $2,500 apiece In the 
spring by selling for plov. rs’ eggs their 
gulls’ egg harvest.’’

Mr. Untermeyer In Court. 

In court, and out of It as a matter of 
fact, “this man Untermyer’s” proceed¬ 
ings Impress you with the notion that 
he has positive confidence In himself, 
thorough knowledge of what he is talk¬ 
ing about and no fear of constituted 
authority. Here’s a story in point: 

Some years ago he represented the 
plaintiff in a very curious case. (A man 
presented an Institution of learning 
with a statue of hls deceased father, as 
hls own personal gift, but had the cost 
of making the statue charged to the 
corporation of which he was the head, 
and which the father had founded and 
built up. The other officers and stock¬ 
holders objected, naturally, and took 
the case into court. 

Untermyer, fully convinced that the 
corporation should not pay for what 
had been given as its president’s per¬ 
sonal gift, went at his with the vehe¬ 
mence aifd evident certainty of winning 
for which he Is so well known, but the 
Judge, erroneously, as Untermyer held, 
got it into hls head that there was a 
legal flaw in the complaint which inva¬ 
lidated It. Untermyer fought strenu¬ 
ously against this decision, but without 
avail; the Judge had made up his mind 
nnd a non-suit w’os the result Now, 
few lawyers, even, big ones, would have 
taken this decision as Untermyer did. 
He had to submit, of course, but he 
didn’t submit without a protest. 

"Very well, your honor," he said, his 
eyes flashing ajid his head thrown back, 
"I shall appeal from tills to a higher 
tribunal!” and marched out. In effect 
he told the Judge that he would have 
him reversed, which. In fact he did, but 
most lawyers would not have dared to 
talk so straight from Lhe shoulder, for 
fear of being held up in contempt of 
court proceedings. 

This incident Illustrates the Untermy¬ 
er method in court admirably. It is the 
antithesis of Joseph H. Choate’s meth¬ 
od; this lasvyer-diplomatlst makes it a 
point to conciliate everybody. Judge, 
Jury and opposing counsel, at the start, 
to get theun into a comfortable, satisfied 
frame of mind, and keep them so. Un¬ 
termyer begins to fight at the start and 
fights hls way through to the very end 
of the case, every time, carrying all be¬ 
fore him by the vigor and zeal of his 
attack and the persistent pressing home 
of his points. 

"Possibly he sometimes ‘overtries’ his 
cases," said a well-known lawyer, talk¬ 
ing about him the other day, "and he 
does not always win. but then, you 
must understand thaf because of his 
reputation a large number o astonish¬ 
ingly hard cases are brouji t to him 
constantly, and that he never balks at 
a case because It Is difficult. He Is a 
phenomenally good trial lawyer, and he 
combines with the trial lawyer's quali¬ 
ties, those qualities which enable him 
to comprehend thoroughly the Ins and 
outs of business, and the intricacies of 
the laws bearing upon it. These quali¬ 
ties nnd hls courage are his greatest as- 
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S T PETERSBURG. — The first 
Russian douma Is doubtless the 
strangest parliament that has 
ever convened in any country. It 
would be difficult to find another con¬ 
gress whoso membership includes such 
a variety of races, or whose factions 
are so numerous as to cause such an 
extraordinary alignment of parties. The 
multiplicity of divisions that exist Is 
due to the bloody strife and agltaMon 
which was necessary to secure, the pri¬ 
vilege of representation, to the inex¬ 
perience of the people in exercising the 
right of government, und to the well- 
founded suspicion that the Czar Intends 
to make the new’ legislative body as 
Ineffective as possible. An enumeration 
of the principles of the numerous 
groups In the new assembly will serve 
to help the reader In following the pub¬ 
lished accounts of Its deliberations. 

Inasmuch as so-called zemstvos are 
found In most all parties, frequent re¬ 
ference must be made to them, so It 
will be well to state that these workers 
were those who took active part In 
thirty-two local zemstvo governments, 
and who have always been zealously 
Interested In the liberation of Russia. 
In November. 1904, a group of them 
secretly met In St. Petersburg to con¬ 
sider the reform situation, and their 
deliberations were partly responsible 
for the reform ukase of December 12. 
1904 In November, 1905. a much larger 
number publicly convened In Moscow, 
but the result of this gathering was r.n 
unfortunate spilt. At that time the 
majority of the members proved to bo 
revolutionists who favored a continua¬ 
tion of revolutionary tactics. Since 
that time the zemstvo workers have 
been absorbed by other parties and will 
probably not be heard from again as 
an organization. 


The Constitutional Democrats are the 
radical party of the moment. Their 
organisation was formed Just prior to 
the Czer’s reform man If cat o, and Is 
really the academic expression of the 
revolution. The members of this party 
have been nicknamed Cadets, and are 
frequently spoken of In the dispatches 
by that name only. Among the promi¬ 
nent zemstvos now associated with the 
Constitutional Democrats are such men 
as Struve, former editor of a well- 
known underground revolutionary or¬ 
gan; Melyoukoff. the historian, and 
Gcssen. the editor of the leading law 
journal In St. Petbripurg. The ft. 
menu) plnnk of this party Is universal 
suffrage. Including that of women, with 
direct and secret ballot. Its leaders 
consider the irlmlnlstrotion ballot law 
of December 12 wholly In adequate. 

While Its members were really In fa¬ 
vor of a constitutional convention. It 
was decided, after considerable debate 
among the leaders, to go Into the cam¬ 
paign for the douina In the hope of re¬ 
alizing their Ideals. It Is known that 
they hope to gain the support of the 
peasant members of the douma by their 
agrarian plank. This part of their pro¬ 
gramme stands for a condemnation of 
all unused land for the benefit of the 
peasants. If they can accomplish legis¬ 
lation which will provide farina for the 
landless people, it will be one of the 
most stupendous accomplishments In 
the history of the world. This can only 
be done by securing the land belonging 
to the Crown and the Church, and dis¬ 
tributing It among the people.

After the manifesto It re¬ 
mained true to the principles of th* 
boycott, and was, of course, treated 
by the Governmsrit ns a revolutionary 
party. Its members held n convention 
in Finland some time ago, and. like 
the Constitutional Democrats, express¬ 
ed a preference for a Constitutional 
Convention rather than the Douma.

A strong faction has been known gs 
the Party of October 17. It was or¬ 
ganized by the minority members of 
th«* November Zemstvo convention, who 
have done very little talking and have 
accomplished a great deal of work. 
This party stands squarely on the man¬ 
ifesto. It has publicly announced that 
It will tight both revolution and reac¬ 
tion. As an instance of Its sincerity In 
this respect a ‘recent Incident may he 
cited: Shortly before Count Witte was 
deposed an anonymous Interview was 
given out. quoting us saying that the 
Emperor's power was In no way lim¬ 
ited; that he had remained an auto¬ 
crat. and could at any time cancel his 


manifesto if he so desired. 

The Party of October 17 at once 
came out with a most able and digni¬ 
fied statement of the Emperor’s new 
legal status as head of a limited mon¬ 
archy.‘under which no measure could 
txh'ome a law unless approved by the 
Douma. At the same time the his¬ 
torical meaning of the title ••autocrat” 
was explained, und timely argument 
offered for the consistency of remaining 
under the new regime. Th«* Party of 
October 17 stands dose to the Admin¬ 
istration. and Is yet outside of It. Its 
initiators Include men of undisputed 
ability, patriotism and popularity. 

The Party of the Nobles is made up 
of landowners and Government of¬ 
ficials. who represent the oldest and 
most Influential families of Russia. 
Their da.** status has been a peculiar 
one ever since the time of Ivan the 
Terrible They have their own class 
organization in each Government and 
are given by law .% preponderating 
voice In ail >ocal affairs. But they are 
not allowed to have a central all-Uus- 
sian organization. a.ud cannot consider 
matters of Imperial policy. At least 
such was their position under the old 
regime. During the recent disturb¬ 
ances their separate organizations were 
unusually silent, but not long ago about 
200 of their chairmen and Influential 
members held a convention In Moscow. 

Their deliberations carried especial 
weight because their meeting was held 


with the approval of the Emperor, and 
because their views were taken as a 
reflection of opinion of the conservative 
classes of society They adopted reso¬ 
lutions expressing loyalty to the Em¬ 
peror, but scathingly criticised the 
present administration of the Govern¬ 
ment. They advised, first. a continua¬ 
tion i»f repressive measures directed 
against revolutionists; second, the es¬ 
tablishment of confidence by mean* of 
an Imperial decree declaring that the 
Douma would be unhampered In Its 
functions, and, third, a guarantee that 
freedom of elections and the right of 
public meetings Would b# -■<!. 

The position of the Nobles on the land 
question Is liberal, and they admit the 
necessity of autonomy for the prov¬ 
inces. 

The SoclaJ Democrats and Social Rev¬ 
olutionists may be classed together. In¬ 
asmuch as they came Into prominence 
about the same time and for the saune 
reason. Both gained many adherents 
as the result of tho Immoderation dis¬ 
played by the majority at the Ill-foie 1 
zemstvo convention. The similarity be- 
tween the Social Democrats and Social 
Revolutionists is that both are In favor 
of the application of any kind of force 
to secure tho overthrow of the Govern- 
lUMit, but el ace the suppression of the 
Moscow rebellion they have been ef¬ 
fectually silenced.

It Is only In Its *evenlh year, 
and yet scores of dlro calamities 
have befallen the human race on land 
and sea. Volcanoes, earthquakes, tidal 
waves, storms, hurricanes, typhoons 
and tornadoes, explosions, massacres, 
strikes, panics, famine, railway acci¬ 
dents, assassination, riots and never- 
ceasing war—every natural agency and 
man himself have combined to make 
disaster follow' close on the heels of 
disaster through the six years that 
are gone and the one Just nearing its 
prime. 

Grouping the troubles In Russia as 
one. seven disasters that have attract¬ 
ed world-wide attention have alone oc¬ 
curred In the fl\e months just ending. 
This is the list—the San Francisco 
earthquake and fire, the Vesuxlan 
eruption, probably the most disastrous 
since the one that burled Pompeii; I he 
French mine horror, the sinking of the 
steamer Valencia off Puget Sound, the 
famine In Japan and the explosion on 
the United States battleship Kear- 
sarge. 

Retting down the series of disaster* 
that is known «e the Russo-Japanese 
War as one. treating every war a* one 
disaster simply, and all of Russia s In¬ 
ternal disorders., from th«* beginning of 
the century, as one long-drawn-out 
disaster, about 100 disasters, more or 
less terrible, have held the ejse of the 
reading publn from time to time sin* * 
the new centur> was usher* d in whb 
• ill sorts of merry-mokhfg. In addltfo* 
to these, there have been other orei 
of disasters that, because of their re* 
motenezif from the Occident, or lack of 
unusual features, have .-ittratted Hull 
or nn attention 

A glance over the list shows that 
this country seems to h.tve come In fof 
more than Its fair *h«%re of the dis¬ 
aster*. Beginning with tho coal mint 
explosion at Red Ash. \V Vs when 
100 live* were lost, and ending with tht 
destruction of Ran Francisco, at least 
two s«ore of notable disaster* hate af¬ 
flicted us Of this number fourteen 
hav# been disasters of magnitude to 
our cities—tornado and tidal wave at 
Galveston; >rl!ow fever at New Or 
lean* first fire and then flood at Pat* r 
son, destructive fire* at Ralllmoiw 
Jacksonville, Hoboken Little Ro k. 
Watcrburj', Uonn.. R<* hester. N. V.; 
Iroquois fire In CM* ago; the Gen- 
rjvl Sio uni fire In New York, the 
fcih-dealtug heat In the summer ol 
k In til our Eastern dsles. and 
ex thquake fire In San Francis* o. 
The god of asster ferns to have 
taken den * la.aJ delight in laying his 
blighting I). id on our centers of popu¬ 
lation. 

No one can say for a certainty how 
many lives and how mu* h wealth have 
been lost to the world by reason of 
these five-score disasters. Yet we know 
df hundreds of thousands of human 
bfin** killed in one way or another, of 
hundreds of millions of property de¬ 
stroyed In one way or another. Only 
the black* hi pessimist would care to 
delve far enough to secure the exact 
figures. If such were possible

Japan, numbered Its victims by 
the thousands. Tho A.*ia Minor earth¬ 
quake of 1903 destroyed scop s of towns 
and four thousand lives. Mon; or less 
roua earthquakes have afflicted 
upper South America at Intervals dur¬ 
ing the seven years: and there are the 
Indian and Ualahrlan quake* of last 
spring and autumn, taking thousand* 


at the time of the Boxer trouble. Some 
hold that Russia then massacred In¬ 
stead of fought, and they point to the 
Amur river tilled with yellow corpses 
at Blagovcstchensk. But Russia called 
it war. At any rate, the result spelled 
disaster, and disaster was, likewise the 
result of the Boxer outbreak wherever 
It obtained 

But If massacres, earthquake* and 
volcanoes have taken their tens of 
thousand*, victim* by the hundred* of 
thousands have been Immolated on the 
altar of the god of war. 

Both on lund and sea. what war 
fought with modem weapon* ha* been 
more disastrous to life and property 
than tin* Russo-Japanese conflict? Tho 
century inherited the Boxer war. with 
Its massacre of missionaries and native 
Christian*. nnf l ,f ie punitive armies 
that punished sorely Civil war ended 
In Colombia late In 19^2 after the coun¬ 
try hud become well-nigh exhausted 
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damage, in ehe Hoboken docks fire of 
two years before, not only the dock*, 
ocean steamer* and merchandise to 
Ihe value of $ 10.ftft0.0on were destroyed, 
but several hundred lives were lo*t os 
well, many of the victims dying like 
rata In the burning hulls of liners. 

The same yc<tr nearly all of Hull and 
a |Mrt of Ottawa. Canada, were eaten 
away by the fire demon. Twelve thou¬ 
sand person* were made homeless, sev¬ 
en lost' tbelr lives. aiuI the property 
los* tiKaled 316,000,000. A year Inter 
Montreal suffered a $2,500,000 fire. The 
same month (January) fire in the or¬ 
phan asylum In Ibshester. N. Y.. took 
twenty-*** young lives. Three months 
later a $ 10 , 000,000 fire wiped out the 
business portion of Jacksonville, Fin.. 
and three years later the business sec¬ 
tion of Rochester suffered fire damage 
to ibr extent of over $3,000,000. 

It was i»n April 20. 1904, that Toron¬ 
to found itself In the grasp of the fire 
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Ings. causing a loss of $1,500,000. 

Excluding the Ran Francisco fire, 
over ono-balf the property loss fell in 
1904. while to 1903 I* the unenviable 
record for the largest number of Uve* 
sacrificed to the flume*. In eleven of 
these great fire* the property loss to¬ 
taled $134,000.000—over $11,000,000 more 
than the Government's expenditure* 
on the army during the fiscal year 
ending June 3U. 1905. 

Despite all the safeguards thrown 
alxmt the business of mining by the 
State and the mine owners. 2.500 min¬ 
ers lost their lives In Just seven of 
the various coal mine explosions. The 
most disastrous «»f these explosions 
was that in Frame, at the Uourrlere 
mine*. Twelve hundred men were 
either killed outright by the explosion 
and fliunes or died of starvation while 
sear*dilng In vain through the dark 
shafts for a wav »»f escape. The ex¬ 
plosion* at Scofield. Utah. 1900. Han- 
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cruiser Yose.nalte by a typhoon that hit 
Guam in 1900 was the flrst of the series 
of disaster* befalling our navy since 
the century began. Two years later a 
typhoon hit Yokohama and the list of 
the dead contained five hundred uime* 

All told, wind and water, singly or 
combined, worked to bring about nu¬ 
merous disasters on land, tho greatest 
of them all being the overw helming of 
Oalvestbn by a tornado and tidal wave. 
Seven thousand lives were lost, and the 
property damage was figured out to b • 
$30,000,000, 

A hurricane raging In Tennessee t»*ok 
fifty-one victims. Eighteen of Bir¬ 
mingham's * Alu ) citizens were killed 
by a tornado, and the tornado that 
struck Snyder. Okla.. killed one hun¬ 
dred and Injured one hundred and for¬ 
ty-one. A West Indian hurricane wiped 
out scores of lives and fifteen million 
dollars In proj>crty. A cloudburst at 
Clifton. S. C., and another at Hoppner, 
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month* before thirty-one were lost by 
the foundering of the aieamer Montl- 
cello. In Ihe Bay of Fundy. and only 
last January 136 of the 176 passenger* 
and crew on bcuLrd the Ill-fated Valen¬ 
cia found a watery grave at the en¬ 
trance of Puget Round. In the typhoon 
that killed thousands In China and 
raged around Manila last year, the 
steamer Casabenla sank and 113 pas¬ 
sengers and crew were lost. One hun¬ 
dred and seven live* were sacrificed on 
tho Japanese steamer Natorimea when 
she iTashod In a fog against the Osaka 
breakwater. 

Of six railroad disasters, two oc¬ 
curred under ground and two over¬ 
head In the New York Central tunnel 
horror seventeen passenger* wore 
killed and many injured, while one 
hundred of the passenger* on the two 
trains In tho Pari* underground rail¬ 
way that caught fire from a defective 
dynamo were asphyxiated. 
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of llv**s. to say inching of the quake 
that brought death and destruction to 
various purl* of Macedonia. In 1902. Su- 
lontca. In particular. *11 mating h'**vii\ 

Hundred* nay. tinn*sands .#f d -- 
fennel*** persons have hern put to tin* 
Turkish sword l*i Muci donl/t In tu - 
dletrtet> of Fiorina and MonasHr th* 
Turk* massacred the women nod chil¬ 
dren of twenty-two village* The first 
KlahlnelT massacre made tin Gentile 
world guip with horror, and the second 
Klshineff and the ndr-s»a and other 
massAcre* of Jew s ha' ■ not c&u*< d that 
horror to abate. Lltcmll}. t» n* of thou¬ 
sands of persons have been massacred 
In cold blood since the dawn of the en¬ 
lightened and much heralded Twen¬ 
tieth century 

This l* exclusiv- of the Chinese horde 
that fell before the sword* of ihe thr •* 
RuMflan armies that overrun Manchuria 
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from the struggle, ami In the asm* 
year 3.«»00 dead mid wounded were left 
by thp revolutionary army on a single 
Venezuelan battlefield 

Including the Ran Francisco fire, 
there have been at least a score of con- 
IktgraRons entailing great propertylo** 
«»r heavy b*ss of life. Most of ihcin 
have snr.itlen various cities either In 
this country or Unnnda. 

Biggest In the amount of property 
destroyed, San Francisco excepted, wax 
the Baltimore fire; largos'; from the 
amount of live* lost was the Iroquois 
file in Chicago. In ihe one cast* $70.- 
ooo.uuo worth of property went up in 
smoke. In the other 6»>0 lives were 
Taken by the smoke and flame sheet, or 
the tush for the **xlts that followed the 
outbreak of the fire Itself. 

The Paterson fire of 1902 mode 1,000 
families h< melt -- ind dbl $8,000,000 
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deriam. and before It could be over¬ 
come the gre«i4er part of th*> city had 
been •leslroyed. $lt».oi* 0 ,i »00 In property 
going up In smoke. In January of tin* 
sam»- year 10.000 persons were rruule 
homeless at Aulesund, Norway, and a 
year before that forty-two insane wom¬ 
en met death in a blaze In the Colney 
Hatch Asylum. London. 

Four year* ago occurred the Atlantic 
City beach hotels fire, f 1.000.000; the 
Wuterbury. Uonn., business section fire. 
$2,000,000, and the Park Avenue Hotel 
holocaust. New York city, in which 
seventeen llvr-» were lost by suffoiu- 
llon The Little Rock. Ark., fire of last 
year burned up a square mile of build- 
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nn. Wyo.. 1903. and (^heswtek. Pa., the 
following year, each claimed 200 vic¬ 
tims. 

hi the Red Ash. \V. V«„ disaster, 
1900, 100 » orp • i ere brought out of 
the galleries by the rescuing tauties. 
R<*nn-what over a year later news come 
from South Wales that In the Univer¬ 
sal CTolUery eighty miners had met 
death. Last June 5*10 w»*ro killed in 
u mine explosion at Kharslsk, Russia. 

In the explosion which wrecked 
Togo’s flagship, after rhnt vessel had 
come through the war with Russia 
practically un.***alhed. 599 of Japoo’* 
brave . Stic* met death. 

The wrecking of the United States 


Ore., coming within a few days of each 
other, killed fifty and five hundred per¬ 
sons respectively. The combined prop¬ 
erty loss w as four and n half million*. 
The tornado that awoopeit down upon 
Gainesville, G*.. also roused heavy 
losses In life and property. 

Most awful of ocean and river dis¬ 
aster* was the burning of the exrur*k> i 
steamer General Slocum in New York 
water*, a thousand exi*ursioni»ts. most¬ 
ly women and children, being lo*t In 
sight or the city wher© they lived. 
When the Pacific Mali steamship Rio 
do Janeiro struck in a fog, off the Gold¬ 
en Gate, In February of l^'l. 128 per¬ 
son* went down with her. Three 
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By the railroad bridge over Dry 
Creek, at Pueblo. Colo., collapsing, 
seventy-six t»erson* were drowned or 
crushed to death. Last September the 
°I," railroad system In New York ex¬ 
perienced Its first fatal accident, a por¬ 
tion of a train taking a curve plunging 
Into the street. Twelve passengers 
were killed and forty Injured 

In a collision near Knoxville, Te.ro . 
seventy person* were killed and 125 In¬ 
jured. and last year’s wreck on the 
Pennsylvania at Harrisburg, Pa., was 
most peculiar, In that a buckling 
freight train threw a car loaded with 
dynamltq In front of an express train. 
Rmashup and explosion resulted al¬ 


most simultaneously. The dead num¬ 
bered twelve and the Injured forty. 

Famine has ntolked through oertaln 
parts of India. Italy, Spain, and now’ 
Japan. When tho lung-prayed-for rain 
fell, on Aug 14. 1900. In the Indian fam¬ 
ine districts, gaunt hunger had already 
gathered In hi* ten* of thousand* of 
victim*. Starving peaaont*, crying for 
bread, lined the highway* of Andol- 
u*Ia last year, and before the San 
Francisco horror came thl* oountry 
was busy show ering food on the famine 
sufferers of Japan. In August of 1900. 
the miner* at Nome were so close to 
starvation that the United State* Gov¬ 
ernment dispatched relief thither. 

Perhaps the most disastrous strike 
was that one In the hard coal region?, 
which was brought to an abrupt end 
by the Intervention of President Roose¬ 
velt, after It had* been dragging on 
from May. 1902. into April of the suc¬ 
ceeding year. Million* of dollars In 
profit* and wage* were lost, not only to 
operators and miner*, but to manufac¬ 
turers und artisans as well, while un¬ 
told suffering wa* causod the poor 
throughout the East during the cold 
months. So disastrous was the strike 
of the Fall River cotton operatives that 
Ihe country had to come to their re¬ 
lief. Colorado was In a state of turbu¬ 
lence for month* because of the three- 
cornered warfare of mine owner*, 
miners* federation and Peabody admin¬ 
istration. The striking Lowell textile 
worker* lost a million and a half dol¬ 
lar* In wages during the three months 
that they were on strike, and the strik¬ 
ing coal miner* «»f France arc depriving 
themselves of a hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars weekly 

8»» pronounced were the Carlist dis¬ 
orders In Spain five year* ago that 
General Weyler thought it wise to place 
Madrid under martial law. A year 
lHt»*r five hundred persons were either 
killed or Injured In a riot that took 
place In Barcelona, and labor riots In 
Havana. In the sumo year, resulted In 
two death* and Injury to eighty*two 
person*. Gf course, Russia has been a 
land of great riot* and disastrous 
strike* since tho nut break of the war 
with Japan, and In them thousand* of 
lives—no one can say just how many-* 
have been sacrificed _

PROGRESS IN RATE BILL. 


Washington, May 26.— [Special.] — 
Senator Morgan, In pressing hi® effort 
to compel William Nelson Cromwell to 
twStify concerning connl affaire, ha® 
had published a Senate <locl ament set¬ 
ting forth the fact® a m r* in* Mr. 
Cromwell* recalcitrancy, including 
elaborate excerpt® from the testimony 
In-fore the committee Th*se are giv¬ 
en with a view t«* showing Chat Mr. 
Cromwell haa unironmy r-fuse l to 
throw any light whatever on transac¬ 
tion® which he claim* Involved himself 
In his professional capacity. Accom¬ 
panying these excerpts from the testi¬ 
mony 1* a memorandum by Senator 
Morgan, In w hich he discusses the right 
Of counsel to refuse to testify. He 
cites numerous court decision® on this 
j*o!nt and Insists that Mr. Cromwell’s 
relations to canul affairs have been so 
multifarious that he Is not entitled to 
the immunity which he demands. Sen¬ 
ator Morgan argues that Mr. Cromwell 
has represented adverse Interests In 
canal matters, being In effect eta bo \x 
sides of questions at the same time. 
He also undertakes to prove that Mr. 
Cromwell had knowledge of affaire 
concerning which he denied knowledge. 

Senator Morgan proposes to take the 
^matter before the Senate at the earli¬ 
est opportunity, provided Mr. Crom¬ 
well, when he appears before the com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, persists In his re¬ 
fusal to testify. An effort will be made 
to hnve Mr. Cromwell charged with 
contempt and compelled to answer 
questions. As It 1® generally believed 
that CrornweJl will persist In thv atti¬ 
tude he ha® maintained ml along, in¬ 
teresting development* are likely.

In the South j 
great Interest is being manifested In 
the Pullman car provision, as many 
contend that under It the separate 
coach law* of Southern States are done 
away with. It can be depended upon 
that Senator Tillman and Representa¬ 
tive Richardson, the two Democratic 
members of the committee, will be 
willing to sacrifice almost any provision 
In the bill rather than allow this to 
become law. The entire elimination of 
all reference to the Pullman Car Com¬ 
pany may be the result.

Politics In Ohio. 


Gov. Cobb is understood to be In favor 
of some change in the present law. 
“The law is constantly violated. In the 
city of Portland, where there Iff sup¬ 
ported to Ik.* absolute Prohibition, there 
are on au average of between forty 
and fifty arrests for drunkenness every 
day. This number does not account 
for all of those who use liquor to ex 
cess. Liquor cannot be scld. but In 
every part of the Suite Individuals Im¬ 
port quantities from Boston and othrr 
places with the result that It Is In 
more general use than It would other¬ 
wise be. All sorts of devices ar? re¬ 
sorted to on the part of those who ff-dl 
whisky to «*rape detection. A few 
nights ago two deputies went to Scar¬ 
borough to watch for a consignment of 
whisky which they heard would be 
smuggled In. They sat up all of two 
night* and on the third night were re¬ 
warded by seeing a. burial casket taken 
with due solmnlty from the train and 
laid down at the station. The deputies 
descended and found that the corpse 
consisted of eight gallons of good 
liquor.”

Rumor of War On Pensions. 


A report has been persistently circu¬ 
lated here for several days to the effect 
that the President Is about to declare 
war upon reckless passage of pension 
bill* and lu fact ha* gone so far as to 
notify the chairman of 4he committees 
that It would be well to give more at¬ 
tention to the merits of cases coming 
before the House and Senate Commit¬ 
tees. Chairman Sulloway. of the House 
Pension Committee, denies that he has 
received any such Intimation from the 
President, but a number of members 
who would bo ordinarily in & position 
to know what Is going on. say that the 
President has decided on such a course. 
Already there have been over 2,500 pen¬ 
sion bill* passed at this session alone 
and there Is every prospect that 500 
more will be added to the lint by the 
time adjournment Is reached next 
month. During the entire last Congress 
about 3,400 pension hill* were passed 
ns against 2,260 In the Fifty-seventh 
Congress. Unless a halt Is made the 
present Congress will end on March 4 
with perhaps 5,000 pension bills en¬ 
acted Into law.

Much inter¬ 
est was manifested In the coming exer¬ 
cises. which will take place at the 
Confederate section In the cemetery on 
Sunday afternoon, June 3 .

All the cavalry, field artillery and 
infantry troops stationed at posts in 
the United States will begin their 
summer marches July 15. They will 
be concentrated at some six or seven 
camps, Including Indianapolis and 
• 'hattagoonag. in different part* of the 
country, and It I* directed by the 
President that nothing be allowed to 
interfere with the prompt departure of 
the troops on the date named This 
mobilisation of troops is the most !m- 
:*>rtant practice which ha* taken place 
in the army fjr many years It will be 
onductcd strictly In accordance with 
the condition of actual warfare and 
practically no railroad transportation 
will be used.

It seem* to be pretty well settled that 
the House organization Is firmly 
against the proposition to allow build¬ 
ing material to be Imported free wher? 
U Is to be used for the upbuilding of 
the city of 8 a. 1 t Francisco. The truth 
Is that Representative Needham, a 
member of the Ways and Moans Com¬ 
mittee. Is opposed to the bill, and being 
from California his w'ord naturally h is 
considerable weight with the commit¬ 
tee. Needham’s position seems to be 
that It Is more Important to prevent 
any break In the protection w-all than 
to assist his stri cken constituents.

Cleveland. O., May 26—After three 
day* spent In taking testimony con¬ 
cerning the affairs of the Standard Oil 
Company the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner* adjourned thl* after¬ 
noon and shortly thereafter started for 
Washington, where they are expected 
to soon begin the preparation of their 
report on the testimony taken here 
and In Chicago for presentation to 
Congress. The report, however, will 
not be closed until the Standard Oil 
Company's attorney* have been given 
ample time to reply to the many state¬ 
ments and charge* In evidence. At¬ 
torney Virgil P. Kline, for the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company, gave notice Just be¬ 
fore adjournment that lie d«** 1 red to 
answer some of the testimony produced 
and was told that this privilege would 
be extended to him. the time and place 
to be determined later. 

In the three days* hearing Just com¬ 
pleted thirty-five witnesses have been 
on the stand. Counsel for the Com- 
mloslon had five or six more on hand 
ready to bo worn, but the Commis¬ 
sioners declined to hear them, indi¬ 
cating that the things expected to be 

proven were not Important. 

• * • 

Important Evidence. 

To-day's developments were regarded 
as important and were rn keeping with 
the general line of inquiry made dur¬ 
ing the two previous days. Tho first 
witness was W. E. MacEwan. formerly 
chief clerk in the car department of 
the Lake Shore railroad in this city, 
who told what he knew of the handling 
Of tnnk cars. He said the care of tho 
Union Tank Line (Standard Oil care) 
were given a great advantage over 
rival cars In computing mileage and 
freight bill*. The bill* of one would 
be computed according to one stand¬ 
ard of distance, and thosa of the other 
according to another standard. The re¬ 
sult was that tho Standard was en¬ 
abled to save a considerable sum over 


the churges made to competing com¬ 
panies. MacEwen said he was with 
the Lake Shore road for several yearn, 
and when he left It he started to work 
with the Peerless Transit Company, a 
small rival tank line. Knowing how 
mileage and charge# were being com¬ 
puted. he went to the proper Lake 
Shore officials and asked for the same 
advantage as was extended to the 
Union Tank Line. 

The officials, he testified, made light 
of hts request, ridiculed him and said 
he was showing great ignorance of 
things. Not discouraged, however, he 
obtained copies of the compilations of 
car reports forwarded to the Cleveland 
office of the Standard Oil Company, 
and taking them to the officials of the 
Lake Shore road finally succeeded in 
accomplishing his object. Several week* 
ago. he said, fce noticed that the high 
rate was again being changed against 
hts company, and going once more to 
the general offices was Informed that It 
was all a mistake, that the Peerless 
Transit Company being the only ex¬ 
ception to the high charges except the 
Union Tank Line, the matter had been 

entirely forgotten.

Press Bureau. 


Special Counsel Monett endeavored 
to show* by several witnesses during the 
day that the Standard maintained a 
press bureau for the purpose of subsi¬ 
dising Ohio newspapers, 125 of which, 
he said, were on the Standard’s list. 

C. J. Castle, for fifteen years a spe¬ 
cial agent of the Standard In Cleveland 
territory. said that the literary bureau 
was conducted by Charles A. Rick*, 
who. on the witness stand yesterduy. 
denied that any such thing existed. 
Castle said that he made several ad¬ 
vertising contracts for Ricks himself. 

C. B. Chamberlain, secretary and 
treasurer of the Globe Oil Company, of 
Cleveland, w*aa one of the other Im¬ 
portant witnesses of the day. He told 
about trying to get a contract for lu¬ 
bricating oil for the Hocking Valley 
railroad, but he said that their pur¬ 
chasing agent. C. B. Duffy, told them 
he could not buy lubricating oil from 
them, as that would lose the road hun¬ 
dreds of dollars In freightage from the 

Standard Oil Company.

MacEwen’s Testimony. 

W. E. MacEwen. a former chief 
dork In the car department of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan South¬ 
ern railroad general offices In 
Cleveland, was the first witness 
to-day. He testified that he had 
charge of the compltl. g of the mi eage 
of the car# of the Union Tank Line. H«* 
said that the report* were forwarded 
each day at noon to the Cleveland of¬ 
fice of the Standard Oil Company. Tho 
Lake Shore Company, h** declared, 
gave the Standard a big advantages In 
tabulating records of tank cars. In 
that the mileage of Standard tank 
cars was figured on a different b.«ils

Former Officials and Trust Agents 
Indicted By Grand Jury 
At Lima. 


Lima, O., May 26.—Nineteen brldg* 
companies and agents were Indicted by 
tho grand Jury late Friday afternoon, 
but the county officials refuse to make 
their names public until service can 
be had upon them. Thirty-four Indict¬ 
ments In all were returned, but the 
true bills against the bridge companies 
and agents were "secret.” 

Conditions In Allen county because 
of the operation of the bridge trust are 
reported by the grand jury as even 
worse than expected. 

Of the twenty-four Indictments re¬ 
turned there are two each against fore 
mer County Commissioners T. C. Burnt, 
George W. Kanaw&l and Albert Heff¬ 
ner. 

The exposures regarding the bridge 
trust operations here are said to be 
startling and show that the oounty hag 
paid from three to five times what 
nliould have l>een the ordinary* cost of 
bridges. 

The most sensational evidence, it Is 
said, came from the bridge trust 
agents, James T. Adams, of Findlay; 
John Dun. of Columbus, and John 
Reed, of Canton, each of whom was 
exempt from any local prosecutions.

To fhe young man at the right of 
Charles Dana Gibson’s ploture which 
•©companies to-day’a Courier-Journal, 
the next hour will be wasted. He mAy 
enjoy the wine he Is going to drink 
with hfa father and the latter's elderly 
friends, but no wine could tnke the 
place of the atn-tely beauty who sat 
beside him through the dinner, and 
•who now. In accordance with the 
time-honored custom which ihe youth 
Is mentally damning. Is on her way 
to the drawing-room with the other 
women, there, perhaps, to be bored to 
death with chatter about the short¬ 
comings of servants or the habits of 
children, and to long equally for the 
time when the men will rejoin them, 
and the handsome young fellow will be 
again at her aide. 

She Is a stately diunsel. this charmer 
who occupies the center of Gibson’s 
picture, where by all artistic canons 
phe rightly belongs, for she Is the cen¬ 
tral Idea of the picture; she Is the one 
object in the mind of the youth, and 
Bhe Is the loveliest thing present. 

There Is a look of trlmph on her 
face—not the triumphant look of the 
ftri. but an expression that tells of the 
thoroughly feminine and honorable 
Consciousness of having mad*- the con¬ 
quest of one man worth winning And 
that this conquest hna been made with¬ 
out design and by sheer force of her 
unconscious charm makes it none the 
less ew'eet to her. Women are wiser 
in these masters than men; they know 
nt once when they have won. while 
men may remain tortured by doubt. 
The youth of the picture iloes not real¬ 
ise that the Impression has been mu¬ 
tual. hence the look of anxiety thnt 
cn-ases his brow, which is due to more 
thxin mere vexation at the lost hour 
he see# before him. 

The picture Is a study In the expres¬ 
sion of character. The fm eg and fig¬ 
ures of the five men are splendidly 
drawn types, each distinctive, *>Ach true 
to life. 

The youth is a type of the manly, 

Uhletlc, clean-cut fellow so f.imliiar 
In the drawings of Gibson, and for 
which the artist and some of his 
friends were the models. Next to him 
• the little, drled-up, comical old man. 


a idever lawyer or a shrewd financier, 
perhni**, thin-lipped, hook-nosed, 
hawk-eyed and brainy. Then comes 
the tall, heavy, Jolly good fellow, care 
free, fond of his wIik (he cannot cyen 
put down his glass while the ladles re¬ 
tire); a type that Is seen In the swell 
cluhs and the fashionable restaurants. 
Beside him Is the short, stout, prosper¬ 
ous man of buslncvw, with few ideas 
that poor above money, self-satisfied 
and stiffly precise. The quintette Is 
complete by the father of the house, a 
comical old fellow, with a funny leer 
In his face as he smiles at the retiring 
ladles. Note how his luitr Is parted 
low down the left skis and carefully 
brushed over his bald held In a futile 
effort to make himself look more 
youthful. 

Of the women there is little to be 
sftld. except of th«' centra) girl, the 
others are merely lay figures, graceful¬ 
ly draped and placed wh'-re they be¬ 
long In the picture. 

An artist notes at once the excel¬ 
lent way in which the trxture of th* 
| several materials that ont«*r Into tho 
picture Is handlt-d. The stout woman's 
dresa Is evidently a heavy, glossy silk, 
while that of th- heroine la a softer 
and lighter matt rial such at cash¬ 
mere or thin broadcloth. The whiteness 
of th* men's shirt fronts is cleverly 
contrasted with the Whiteness of the 
women's gowns; the one Is stiff and 
flat, the other is soft and yielding. 
Again, the white tablecloth 1* of a dif¬ 
ferent texture from either of these, and 
the technical way by which these 
varying textures are produced Is some¬ 
thing that cannot be explained but 
must be acquired by long practice. This 
difference of texture Is visible In the 
blacks as well as in the whites, as wit¬ 
ness the clothes of tie- young mail, 
where the lining of the coat has dis¬ 
tinctly the texture of satin, in contrast 
to the cloth of the rest of the gar- 
mc-n Ls. 

The chairs h«ve been carefully 
drawn, undoubtedly copied from real 
chairs, for th»*lr ptttU rn is pur*' Chip¬ 
pendale and could not have b«en 
simply Imagined by the artist 

The hands of nil the figures are 
more carefully finished than Is Gib¬ 
son’s custom, and ar*- excellent ex¬ 
am plea of hands drawn from Ufa, each 
perfect In form and proportion. 

As an example of Charles Dana Glb- 
J son's skill with the pen. It would be 
difficult to select u better picture than 
this.

Bays the Chicago Tribune: One more of 
the Inconsistencies of the present baseball 
rules was brought home to Chicotro fans 
last week In the game which LundgreU 
pitched against Philadelphia on Wednes¬ 
day. The former collegian in reality held 
that good batting team down to two hits 
In ten Innings, but the aforesaid code kept 
him out of That more exclusive circle, al¬ 
though he remained In the “three hit" 
class, which Is some satisfaction. The way 
It came about, there were runner* at sec¬ 
ond and first with two out when Titus hit 
an easy grounder toward Tinker. In run¬ 
ning from necond to third Thomas allowed 
the ball to hit him and was declared out, 
of course retiring the side. The rule coda 
sayl "In all «\uae* where a base runner 
is retired by b«*lng hit by a butted ball 
the batsman should be credited with a 
base hit." Ordinarily that rule works all 
right, because.

Stone A Webster, of Boston, In answer to the 
question why the percentage of operating ex- 
penaee of their proper!lee la greater than that 
of a large number of others, make the follow¬ 
ing reply, citing particularly Seattle Electric. 
Dallas Electric and Northern Texas traction 
companies, in which there la a big local inter¬ 
est; 

‘In regard to operation In general, we would 
say that It la our policy of management to 
charge to operation all expense* necessary for 
the proper maintenance of ihe property, ex¬ 
cepting those expense* which are Incurred far 
additional equipment, extensions of tracks and 
new plant, and that under the most favorable 
conditions we seldom get a combined street 
railway and electric lighting company to oper¬ 
ate at lower than 60 per cent, of the gruoa 
earnings. 

’The Beattie Electric Company ho# always 
operated at a high ratio for the following rea¬ 
sons: The cost of material la high because of 
tho l'*ng distance It has to be shipped. The 
company is put continually to additional ex- 
pense because of the constant regrading and 
repaving of the street* of the city and dam¬ 
ages ore higher than for mot of the com¬ 
panies under our management, owing to the 
peculiar conditions which e*i*t In the city of 
Seattle. We charge off each month $ per cent, 
of tho gross earning* for this company for 
damages, while other companies require but 2 
or 3 per cent. 

"Referring to the operation of the Dallas 
Electric Corporation, we would say that for 
the year ending December 31. 1006. the com¬ 
pany operated at 61 per cent , which ratio |« 
about normal. It Is true that for the month 
of February* the cost of operation was about 74 
per cent, of the gross earning* and for March 
per cent. This has been caused chiefly by 
the higher cost of fuel for generating power, 
due to rearranging boiler* during Ihe Installa¬ 
tion of additional apparatus In the power plant, 
which we are about doubling In capacity. We 
expect, however, that the operation of this 
company will soon return to Its normal basis. 

The high uiterntlon for the Northern Texas 
Traction Company for the last few months has 
been due not only to the rehallasting of the 
roadbed and additional outlay fur maintenance 
of equipment, but also to the charging into 
operation of certain account* remaining on the 
books when the property was taken over by u* 
The report for thla month shows that the coat 
of operation was about 61 per cent, of the 
as. which la nearer the ratio at which wc 
expect that the company will operate.** 

The special committee of the City Council 
of Atlanta. Ga., appointed to Investigate the 
charter and franchise* of the Atlanta Gas 
Light Oomrany. a subsidiary company of the 
Georgia Hallway and Electric Company, has re¬ 
ported unanimously In favor of prospective mu. 
ntctpal ownership and operation of the gas 
plant. The report also recommends the ap¬ 
pointment of meter Inspectors pending the es¬ 
tablishment of public gas works. The prop¬ 
ortion to direct the City Attorney to take *tepa 
fur the enforcement of bis contentions relative 
to the Invalidity of the gas company’s fran¬ 
chise and charter was opposed by a majority 
of the committee. On the whole the report la 
regarded os favorable to ibe gas company.

The exfMisurt-s of grafting tmictlce* amongst 
JVnnsylvanla official* brought out by this 
Inquiry wet* of notable lnfluenco in the de¬ 
pression and paralysis of speculative Inter¬ 
est In stocks early in the week. Tho affect 
on public confid'-nce In the securities of the 
railroad* was fenced, and also the likelihood 
that agitation against corporations would bv 
stimulated and cause damage to tha value of 
their securities. When price* turned upward 
professional sentiment adopted the view that 
exposure w«mM work the cure of harmful 

practice* and L-oeflt the earning power of the 
companies. Sentiment over the money outlook 
waa in a similar state of flux and came 

to a conclusion of a hopeful view. The first 
incident to induce this conclusion was the 
nows that the Pennsylvania had placed a 
large bond issue In the Parts m««tcy market. 
Pennsylvania stock has lx*<-n under pressure 
for some time past on account of Its huge 
borrowing operations. But the fact that

The Financier says this week: "The most 
notable features of last wreck's statement of 
the New York associated hanks wera tha ex¬ 
pected increase In loans, though such In¬ 
crease was only about half as much aa was 
recorded In the previous week; a moderate 
doer, use In cosh; a gain in deposit* and In 
reserve requirements, and a reduction In ths 
surplus reserve to figure# only a little above 
these at the beginning of May. The de¬ 
posit* of public funds were reduced to a sum 
about f 1.000,000 greater than that which was 
held on April 21. soon after these deposits 
were augmented for the purpose of facili¬ 
tating gold Imports from Europe. The cash 
bran was $1,050,400. This was due chiefly 
to the return by tho banks of special de¬ 
posits of public funds, through ths receipts 
of foreign gold, the Importation of which 
wa* aided by such funds. The general de¬ 
posits were augmented $5,WH.ooo. This amount 
very nearly corres|*>ntls with tbo sum of the 
Increase In loans less the lues of cash. The 
reserve requirements against general deposits 
wore Increased $1,474,720 and the surplus re¬ 
serve was reduced $3,435,125 to fd.ftlH.lftd. 
Computed upon the basis of depustt* less 
thuee of $18,418,200 public funds—which were 
reduced by fH.OU.&X), compared with the 
previous wo«*k—tbs surplus is $11,208,700.

How It Is Pitched. 


••Ordinarily these two linger* give the 
bull a spin that caures It to break or 
curve in the air. In throw ing the spit boll 
these finger* give no motion at all to tho 
bull, but it leave* the thumb lust, which 
gives it a peculiarly wabbly motion, the 
ball sheering to one side or the other at 
the plate. 

"The batter himself cannot tell where 
it is coming. He muy have Ills eye on It. 
and have It sistd up to a nicety, but, in 
nine casta out of ten,' when it arrive* at 
a point near the plate It unhble* around 
until the butaman hits nothing but empty 
air. 

"The spltba.ll apparently has no fixed 
rule of conduct, it Is a law unto itself. 
It never wabbles twice alike 

"The spot on th«- bull which Is moist¬ 
ened. or sllckened. Is clasped by the ends 
of the first und second flit gets The sur¬ 
face of the bull undvr the thumb Is dr)*, 
und whatever rotation the bail get* 
come* from thut digit. This Is because 
the leather under the ends of the fingers 
is so slick that they cannot affect the 
whirl of the bull in the leust degree.

Difficult To Command. 


"This is what makes the command of 
the apltbuU so difficult. Every pitcher 
trusts to his Unger* for accuracy in 
pitching. In delivering the spit bull you 
must trust to your thumb. 

"The change of direction In the spilbatl 
is sudden utul startling. After leaving 
the pitcher's hands It conies like a streak 
on a straight line for the batsman. Five 
or six f«’Ct from the plate it begins Its 
sheer. Sometimes It'abruptly drops us 
though caught by an Invisible force. At 
other times it drops down and In or down 
and out. und If a certain unconscious 
clip of the thumb on the pnrt of the 
pitcher occurs the spit ball after the break 
will jump upward and puss the batsman 
on a different plane and apparentlv In 
deft cnee of the 1 iws of gravity. It is 
doubtful If even the pitcher knows Just 
the course It will take when It breaks 
There Is no gentle curving such as un 
€*rdinnry batsman would knock out of tho 
lot. The ball seems endowed with un¬ 
canny intelligence.

Strain On the Pitcher. 


"The delivery of the ball Is a serious 
strain on the arm* of some pitchers. Be¬ 
sides, some of them are never sure of 
getting the break at the right distance. 

"Of course, the spit curve Is not used 
with every ball pitched. It Is varied with 
other curves in order to deceive tho bats¬ 
man. The apparent moistening of the 
pitcher's flngois therefore means but lit¬ 
tle. It may be real or it may be as¬ 
sumed. If real. It Is to be a spttball. arid 
if assumed any of half a dozen other 
things.

lINCINNATI. O.. May 16,—[Speclal.)—The poolroom cannot be clored 
by injunction. The Circuit Judge Berry so decided to-day. The Issue 
wn* brought before the court In a petition filed under the direction 
of Attorney General Hay* for an Injunction restraining the further 
operation of the poolrooms. Col. Raison, for defendant, demurred to 
the petition, alleging Hint the Circuit Court was without jurisdiction to 
grant such Injunction, they being a common law nuisance, as held by the 
Court of ^Appeals, punished by Indictment, fine and Imprisonment ut the 
discretion of the Jury. The court sustained the demurrer, nnd plaintiff de¬ 
clining to further plead, petition was dismissed and tin appeal granted to the 
Court of Appeals. Following directly un the announcement of this decision 
came a petition filed by Charles A. Brinkman, through hi* attorney, Horace 
Root, against George Ehtllrk and others for money alleged to have been lost 
In the poolrooms. The petition alleges that between February 2 and «3 the 
sum of $1,800 was wagered and lost on horse* at the Newport poolrooms. 

In conformity with the decision recently rendered by the Circuit Judge 
In a similar case, Brinkman set* out the exact date* on which he wagered, 
the names of the horses he bet on. the race tracks on which they ran. the 
amounts won or lost on each bet, leaving a balance of $1,497.50 alleged to be 
due plaintiff from the poolrooms. Brinkman left Newport with his wife and 
family about eight years ago, settling In Detroit. Hr returned Inst Febru¬ 
ary with $ 1 .W) he had saved during those year*, for which he proposed pur¬ 
chasing a home for his family In Newport. Ho was urged, he ulleges. to play 
the horse* and tfr’ublo his money, and continued while .4 dollar was left.
